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PROVINCIAL INDEPENDENCE. 
Ir ia well known that many of our 
difficulties with China arise from the 

i-independence of the -provincial 
ex, who are appointed indeed 
from Peking and are accountable to the 
Emperor for their actions, but who in 
their own provinces are almost entirely 
independent of the Central Government, 
as long as they keep order and send up 
to Peking a sufficient portion of their 
revenue from time to time, Ever since 
Foreign Representatives were stationed 
at Peking, the tendency has been more 
and more to centralise the government 
of the Empire, The extension of the 
telegraph lias helped this on, and the 
construction of railways will give it 
another good impetus; while overy 
fresh loau that. is contracted by the 
Central Government necessarily interests 
Peking more and more in the finances 
of the provinces. 

A question has lately come up for 
solution, which seems likely to put a 
considerable strain on the relations 
between Peking and the provinces, and 
may load during the coming summer to 
quite unexpected and yet very serious 
developments, It will perhaps be re- 
membered that ever since the late war 
with Japan, the Central Government 
has shown itself very anxiovs to do 
away with the “Green” or torritorial 
regiments, owing to their proved use- 
lessness as fighting men in time of war. 
"Tho utter decay, owing mainly to 
corruption and the canker of a long 
peace, of this branch of China's military 
organisation was realised at the time 
of the ‘Taiping Rebellion, when the 
Government were compelled to enlist 
“Braves,” or country militia, to fight 
against the rebels. Even then it was 
intended to do away with the “Green” 
regiments, but the Central Government 
was deterred from carrying out the 
‘Lmperial wish by the natural opposition 
to the measure on the part of the mon 
and officers whom it was proposed to 
disband, by the objections of the pro- 
vincial authorities to whom the hand- 
fing of the pay of tliese regiments was 
a very important consideracion, aud by 
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the fear, fostered naturally by the pro- 
vineial authorities, that the disbanded 
officers aud men would get up anew 
rebellion on their own account ; and 


the proposed reform has been in abey-| 


ance ever sittce. 

In the late war, however, the ineffi- 
ciency of these “Green ” troops was so 
glaringly displayed that the Central Gov- 
ernment has had to look into the matter 
with renewed earnestness, and it began to 
consider the advisnbility of saving the 
éuormous sum sunoally approprinted 
for the mainteuaice of this useless, aud 
toa great extent nou-existent army, aud 
using it to pay for vew bodies of foreign- 
drilled troops, for whom the Central 
Government has now to find the neces- 
sary fonds where it enn. Accordingly, 
as ently as 1896 the Emperor issued 
‘special edicts calling upon the provin- 
cial authorities to disband at least one- 
half of the “Green” regiments as a 
beginning.» The « provincial authori- 
ties, however, seeing that the result 
would be that they wonld still have to 
find the money, but that they would 
uot have the handling of it but would 
have to send it to Peking to be used in 
the formation of an Iwperial army 
which would not be under their control, 
made a variety of excuses without 
giving a direct negative, asking above 
all to be allowed to delay the disband- 
ment until more propitious times. Ouly 
tivo or threo Vieeroys or Governors inde 
any serivus attempt to obey the edict, 
aud when they saw their colleagues 
in other provinces treating tho Imperial 
order as a dead Jetter, they also stopper 
the disbandment of their ps5 and 
in this state matters remained anil the 
commencement of the praesent Chinese 
year, ‘I'he troubles with Russia and 
Germany have seriously alarmed the 
Emperor, aud he understands that if 
China is to preserve what independence 
is now left to her, she must have a 
reliable army; and acomdingly he has 
sent another urgent decree round the 
provinces ordering the disbandment™ 
of the “Green” troops, It is stated 
that, having uo valid excuse to offer, 
the Vicerays Chang Chih-tung of the 
Hukuang provinces, aul So Mu of the 
Shen-Kan provinces, with Governors 
Wei Kuang-tao and Chén Pao-chén, of 
Shensi and Honau respectively, have 
sent up memorials which convey a flat 
refusal to obey the decree in question, 
In reply the Emperor, in a recent de- 
cree, lias sent a peremptory order to the 
disobedient Viceroys and Governors to 
obey his commands within six months, 
or render themselves liable to impench- 
ment as traitors to the Throne. It is 
a very interesting situation. 

The financial difficulties of the 
Government are, of course, at the bottom 
of these troubles, As was pointed out 
some time ago, the payments that the 
Government lave liad to make in conse- 
quence of the Inte war have so crippled 
it, that it bas lad to recoup itself 
iv the best way it can from the pro- 
vincial tieasuries, But the provincial 
authorities have no money to spare, 














without’ incurring the odiam of. in- 
creasing the local taxation, aud now 
they are to have a portion of the 
likin diverted to the service of the 
nem loan. Unless China adopts a co 
plete financial reform, with the centrali- 
sation that circumstances are making 
imperative, there will be very serious 
tronble in the near future, and it is 
very doubtful whether the necessary 
reforins can be adopted withont serious 
friction between the Central and the 
semi-independent proviucial govern- 
ments,

And it is in that capacity 
that the Echo recommends him to the 
Director of the new line from Hankow to 
Peking, Mr. Hubert.

‘Tux following notes are from the Hong- 
Kong Daily Press of the 22nd inst :— 

Wo learn that the deck passengers and 
crew of the wrecked coasting steamer Saba 
had a terrible experience after they left 
tho vessel. were afloat five days in 
small boats and suffered great privatic:s 
before they succeeded in reaching San- 
dakan. An enquiry into the wreck was 
held and the master of tho steamer was 
exonerated from blame, the weather being 
very foggy at the time and the current an 
‘unusually stroug one. - 

‘A serious affair occurred at Bangkok on 
the 9th of February at Leo Wah Heng’s rice 
mill on the west side of the river. From 
the Bangkok Times we learn that a company 
of police, headed by Chief-Inspector Luang 
Anumat, set out with the intention of 
collecting the poll-tax from numbers of 
Chinese in this quarter. The latter had 
been apprised of the arrival of tho police 
and had provided themselves with fire-arms. 
As soon as the polico put in an appearance 
at Lee Wah Eleng’s rice mill the coolies are 
reported to have collected their forces in 
one of their sheds and opened fire upon the 
intruders. None of the policemen, however, 
were wounded. The company of police, 
sixty in all, were also armed, and 
returned the  coolies’ fire, with’ the 
result that two Chinamen were shot dead 
and one seriously wounded, while fifteen 
others were more or less ‘injured. - The 
twodesd men were removed to the mort- 
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uary and the wounded man was conveyed 


to the Bangkok Hospital. ‘The proprietor 
of the rice mill is said to be a British sub- 
ject, and a complaint has accordingly been 
lodged with the British Consul, it being 
contended the police had no right to-enter 
a foreign subject’s premises to collect poll- 
tax or for any other purpose without 
authority. Several Sikh policemen were 
engaged in the work and a charge will be 
brought against them in the British Court. 

A suanz-speculation caso seems as of it

When the former Minister of Law, Cho 
Pyeng-sik, was Governor of Chungchong 
province, he was told by « geomancer that 
the site of one O Hen-keun’s house was the 
luckiest spot for a grave. If anyone should 
bury his parents’ bones on that site he and 
his posterity would hold the highest offices 
inthe government. Governor Cho asked O 
to give him that site, but the latter refused. 
‘Then the Governor changed his tactics from 
diplomacy to force. He issued a proclama- 
tion charging O with being the most un- 
dutiful son ip tho province and his whole 
family as immoral. ‘The law requires the 
Governortdexterminate such criminals from 
the face of earth, and he (Cho Pyeng- 
sik) dispatched a company of the Gov- 
ernor's body-guard to the town where 
the O family lived, destroying every 
house in the village, and killing eight 
persons and injuring ‘six. After thus ex- 
terminating the O's the Governor ap- 
propriated the site of their house and built 
‘vault on it for his future grave. After 
the Japan-China war the two remaining 
heirs of O brought suit against Cho before 
the Supreme Court, which ordered the Gor- 
ernor of the province to make a thorough i 
vestigation of the charge. The Governor's 
report corroborated the statements made by 
the complainants. The Court restored the 
property to the lawful heirs and made 
Mr. Cho pay an indemnity of $10,000 for 
the murder of the eight persons. After 
‘Mr. Cho became Minister of Law last time 
he ordered the present Governor to im- 
prison the two remaining O's and compelled 
them to give up the property. The two 

rsecuted O's are now suffering cold and 

unger in the provincial prison of Kongju. 
It was a lucky day for Coroa when Mr. Cho 
stepped out of the Law Department. 

‘Tae hyperbolical fiend evidently vexed 
the leader writer on Missions in a recent 
issue of the Seoul Independent, when he 
dropped into history. He say: 

‘The story of the first mission to England 
however, must ever be an exception to the 
rule that commerce has always been pro- 
ceded by the missionary. Tt is one of the 
romances of history how the great-hearted 
Gatholie priest stopped in his morning walk 
in Rome to look down upon a fair white 

lave from an unknown land. “From 
whence does sho come?” the priest asked 
slowly of her captors. ‘From Britain,” 
was their reply. ‘And where is Britain. 
“Off the coast of Gaul, beyond the Pillars 
of Hercules.” ‘The man turned away. Tho 
thought of such beautiful girls living without 
the fold of the Church overcame the good 
man, and_ere long the fair race of the 
islands off the continent were visited and 
brought into the Church. In some other 
instances slavery and commerce have pre- 
ceded Christianity, but the exceptions are 
seldom found. 

Tar Seoul Indenpedent says :— 

‘The Law Department has issued the fol- 
lowing remarkable notice for the general 
public:—“ Civilisation does not mean to 
allow the poor to despise the rich nor to 
permit the young to be disobedient to the 
old; therefore, those who desire to be 
really civilised must not forget their re- 
spective stations in society.

‘Tae Politique Coloniale states that the 
Customs Service on the Mekong is to be 
augmented, as the British, profiting by the 
freedom of transit accorded by Siam, have 
been passing goods into the Laos ‘States 
under French protection. Hitherto these 
goods had passed between Khong and 
‘Luang-Phrabang, but have now penetrated 
to the upper waters of the Black River.

From the Droyfus caso thg lawless ele- 
ments of Paris are proceeding to a regular 
anti-Semitic cruswle. The houses and 
business premises of the Rothschilds arc 
guarded, and great uneasinessis felt among 
the Jews generally. A demonstration at 
the Tivoli-Vauzhall ended in a regular riot, 
which the military had to quell. 

According. to certain indications the 
Bonaventure and the Hermione, when re- 
commissioned, are destined for China, 
whero they will be a welcome accession ot 
strength, | Both are cruisers of an excellent 
and efficient type, and we may hope they 
are to be sent, in'view of the increases of 
other naval forces. Another report comes 
from Esquimault that Roar-Admiral Pale 
liser, in command of the British squadron 
in the Pacific, has received orders to have 
overs vessel of his fleet ready to sail for 
Chinese waters at forty-eight hours' notice. 
The gunboat Phensrnt was to sail on tho 
20th, and the flagship, the first-class cruisor 
Inpérieuse, would sail on the 22nd, but 
whether for the rendezvous or for China is 
not stated. 

‘The Russian éruisor Sissoi Veliki enter- 
ed the Suez Caralon-the 19th in tow, on 
her way to reinforce the Russian Squadron 
in Chinese waters. ‘The battleship Navarin, 
at present forming part of the Russi 
Mediterranean Squadron, has receive 
orders, according to a Cronstadt teleyram, 
to prepare to leave for Chinese waters at 
short notice. 

In view of possible complications in tho 
Far East the French Navy Department 
has, states a wire from Paris, decided to 
still further reinforce the French Squadron 
in Chinese waters, and two first-class 
cruisers will be detached from the Levant 
Squadron for this object. They will be 
replaced by the iron-clads Fanban and 
Duguesclin, at present in the reserve at 
‘Toulon, which will be commissioned on 
Feb, Ist. In naval circles at Cherbourg it 
is believed that in the event of further 
French vessels being sent the cruiser 
Brujz and the turret-ship Pothnun would 
bo chosen. This view appears to be con- 
firmed by the fuct that both vessels have 
been put into duck before the regulation 
date. A change is also contemplated of 
the D'Entrecasteunx for the Baywrd. The 
former is an unarmoured cruiser of 8,114 
tons, and 19 knots expected speed ; she is 
just ready fur her trials, having been con- 
structed by the Forges et Chantiers de la 
Méditerranée. 
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‘Tho Hamburg correspondent writes :— 

With reference to the new line of 
steamers which is to be inaugurated be- 
tween Hamburg and China by the Ham- 
‘burg-American line, the Company recently 
issued a notification in which it is stated 
that the line will not be in competition 
with any of the existing lines, but a mere 
cargo line, whose boats will take a re- 
stricted number of passengers out and 
home. How the 9,000-ton boats of the 
Company, however, will find full cargoes 
here is a riddle to many. 

In consequence of the astonishment ex- 
pressed at the news that the flagship Deuts- 
diland, now on its way to China, should 
have been towed by its consort the Gefton, 
the Marine Department has issued an ex- 
planatory statement admitting that the 
towing has taken place, but denying that 
it was necessitated by the breakdown of 
the Deudschland, ‘* There is nothing sur- 
prising in the fact,” says the note, “ that 
the Gefion should tow the Deutschland, 
when it is remembered that the former has 
porertal engines and steams 20 knots an 

jour, whereas the latter is one of the oldest 
screw boats in the navy, and has to con- 
stantly renew its stock of coal.” 

The ardent advocates of Hawaiian 
nexation have received a disappointing 
blow to their hopes. The statement is 
made.on the authority of Senator Davis, the 
Chairman of the Foreign Affairs Committee 
in the Senate, that there will be no vote 
taken by that body on the Hawaiian Treaty 
for fully s month.

the Probate, Divorce, and Admiralty 
Division of the High Court of Justice on 
the 17th inst., before the President, the 
case of the Coronet Steamship Company, 
Limited, v. the owners of the Glengyle 
came on. In this case the plaintiff Com- 
pany, sought to have their liability limited 
to £13,419 16s, 10d. under the provisions 
of the Merchant Shipping Act in respect 
of damagos arising out of a serious collision 
which occurred between the steamshi; 
Coronet and the steamship Glengyle, own: 
by the Glen Lino of London and Glasgow, 
in the Straits of Gibraltar on the 26th of 
August Inst. A cross-action for damages 
was instituted by the plaintiffs and the 
defendants, and at the trial before Mr. 
Justice Barnes and Trinity Masters the 
Coronet was pronounced alone to blame 
and her owners liable for damages. The 
collision having occurred without the actual 
fault or privity of the plaintiffs, they now 
sought to have their liability limited to 
£13,419 16s. 10d., being the aggregate of 
£8 per ton of the registered tonnage of the 
Coronet. 

‘There being no serious opposition to the 
application, the President granted tho 
decree asked for, and ordered the plaintifis 
to pay into Court the sum of £13,419 16s. 
TOL, together with interest at the rate of 
4 per cent from the date of the collision. 
Order accordingly. 

‘Tus Graphic of the 8th ult. has a fine 
double-page sketch-by John Charlton of an 
experiment at a Race Meeting at home 
with the new Starling Machine, accom- 
panied by the following article : 

Of the innovations which were introduced 
into racing and the mariagement of raco 
meetings ig the flat-racing season of 
1897, the trials which were given the start- 
ing machine were most potent with possible 
effect in the future. Alterations in the 
rules of the Jockey Club that from time to 
time become necessary by change of cir- 
cumstances, affect a case here and there, ss 
a rule, but the introduction of the startin; 
machine, if ever it comes about, would 
revolutionise the conditions of the start 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
country, wherever the word of the Jockey 
Club is law. The conditions under which 
starts in horse racesareat present efféctedare 
unsatisfactory to the last degree, and the 

































fault lies entirely with the system, because 
it is a system which depends fur its success 
upon a field of controllable horses, ridden 
by jockeys all anxious to obtain a fair and 
equitable start; the whole under the control 
ofa capable starter, blessed with a will of 
iron and a supernaturally placid temper. 
These conditions can never be met with 
in combination. In the first place, race 
horses are not like cab horses. ‘They 
must have, and exhibit, the spirit of the 
thoroughbred, or they are of no use for 
racing purposes ; and when they have been 
raced with other horses a few times, this 
high blood manifests itself in various ways. 
Many young horses, having been in a hard 
finish, in which whip and spur have been 
lavishly employed to urge them to further 
exertion, greatly to their discomfort, na- 
turally enough show strong disinclination 
to repeat the performance, and when they 
are ranged for the start endeavour to evade 
further responsibility by bolting. Other 
horses nre acted upon by the simple excite- 
ment of the occasion, losing what little 
senses they have and bolting also. That 
the highest racing officials have long been 
dissatisfied with much of the starting that 
is seen, is no secret, and did not want 
pressing to give the starting machine a 
trial at Newmarket. The machine, as 
made by different patentees, varies in 
detail, but the general system is the 
same, rows of broad tapes or cords being 
stretched across the course and suddenly 
withdrawn by mechanical action, leaving 
the course clear for the horses. Bolting 
down the course, the most prolific cause 
of delay, is at once abolished, as also 
are the tactics of jockeys manceuvring for 
‘® better start than tho others, which 
quite sufficient to account for the oppo 
tion to the machine presented by some 
jockeys, whose opposition is the strongest 
argument in favour of the new system. 
At other places in England than New- 
market -the machine has been tried. The 
saying in time has been extraordinary, 
and there has been none of 7 
belated starting of races and fevered 
rushing to and fro of jockeys and officials 
that aro so much the features of the pre- 
yailing system. In Australia, where racing 
is understood at least as well as in Eng- 
land, tho starting mxchine is universal, as 
it practically is in India, whilst in the 
United States it is becoming largely in- 
ed, avd where used there the saving 
of time has been remarkable. Apart from 
the important question of punctuality, 
there is the still more important one of 
saving the tempers and legs of young 
horses, both of which are continually being 
ruined at the starting-post, and it is a 
wonderful thing that, for this reason only, 
owners and trainers do not hail the advent 
of the starting machine with rapture,

THE CHINESE EXAMINATIONS. 
‘ 23rd Feb. 
ON account of the Emperor's recent 
decree founding special examinations, 
great desire is now felt by scholars in 
Peking and in ‘ientsin to acquire a 
knowledge of western science, history, 
and law, ‘I'rauslations made in recent 
years by foreign scholars on economical 
and historical subjects, such as those 
published by the Society forthe Diffusion 
of Christian and General Knowledge in 
China, are now eagerly read in every 
part of China; a new era has dawned 
and the star of hope is now seen shin- 
ing on the Chinese horizon, Knowledge 
is power, and China by acquiring know- 
ledge will through that diplomatic apti- 
tude in which she has never been want- 
ing at the same time also increase her 
power, But » short time ago and the 
political system of China was conserva- 
tive, Positions in the government service 
could be purchased and no_ special 
training was uecessary, Yet China was 
represented to European readers as a 
land where examinations were a ne- 
cessary preliminary to entrance in the 
ublic service, aud it was supposed that 
inglaud not many years ago, in intro- 
ducing a system of examinations for 
candidates for posts under the India 
Government and the Civil Service at 
home, was simply adopting « principle 
which bad existed in China for two 
thousand years. At that time, the credit 
due to China originally for the first 
institution of examinations for the Civil 
Service, was scarcely deserved because 
of the abuses which had grown up 
during the long interval since their 
establishment in the Han dynasty. 
Learning had gone to ruin, and thebooks 
of Confucius were rarely to be met 
with when the Han dynasty undertook 
to restore the studies dear to scholars 
and to extend the system of public 
instruction ‘into new provinces. ‘The 
reaction from the burning of the books, 
2,100 years ago, led to the recuvery of 
the lost literature of antiquity; the 
empire was united under one adminis- 
tration aud soattered lights were gather- 
ed into one focus, Governors of distant 
provinces collected promising pupils 
‘and sent them to Court to learn Confa- 
cian doctrines at the fountain-head. ‘he 
Governors needed qualified persons to 
assist in the administration of the pro- 
vinces under their control,and the yong 
men cate back from Court prepared to 
do this. ‘They had titles of distinction ; 
they were able to instruct others and 
to govern cities, aud a system of ex 
nations grew up which was necessarily 
made what it was by the nature of the 
Chiuese classics. What the books 
contained had to be studied by candi- 
dates for the public service. ‘The system 
of examinations rests on the literary 
tradition too dear to the scholars to ba 
let go. Szechuan, for example, was shut 
off by the Gorges; but the literary 
enthusiasm of the Governors and the 














fertility of the country led to the 
permauent implanting of Confucian 
scholarship in that region, in the 
second century before Christ. So 
thorough was the love of scholars 
for the teaching of the sages that that 
teaching was accepted in its entirety as 
a guide to the nation in all points. 
China shall be, said the scholars of that 
age, what the sages thought it ought to 
be. ‘This type of national life needs 
only to be reproduced, and this we will 
undertake by means of examinations 
founded on a system of official instrac- 
tion. ‘The spirit of the instructions 
of the sages has a sound moral sub- 
stratum, but a very erroneous physical 
theory was in a confused manuer spread 
by education through the minds of 
youth, and led them all to think very 
much alike. This sameness of type in- 
volves a common duty in official obser- 
vance of an old ritual. It includes 
kneeling and knocking the forehead on 
the ground before a tablet, the worship 
of the spirits who rule land and 
grain, aud a ploughing ceremony. Cl 
nese usage of a very ancient origin 
regards mourning for three years for 
one’s parents as a disqualification, for 
office. This disqualification dates from 
the year B.C. 6. After the reign of Han 
Wa-ti, a century before this, the Court 
opinion was in favour of special acquisi- 
tions in learning as a prerequisite for a 
good officer. It was through the regard 
the Emperors had for learning that the 
three years’ mourning was made a 
ground for temporary resignation of 
magisterial and legal functions. Con- 
fucius had regarded this as essential, 
aud his authority increased greatly 
nader the Han dynasty. When this 
enstom came into vogue candidates at 
examinations wrote oa thin boards— 
paper had not been made at that time. 
One sort of tablet was about 16 inches 
in length and the other about eight 
inches. ‘These with questions written on 
them were distributed to candidates who 
secured them by lot. ‘Those who suc- 
ceeded in obtaining: a particular tablet 
and wrote suitable answers to the 
questions written on it received the 
title Zang and Lang Chung as being 
able to expound the: classical books. 
‘The higher class was that of Lang 
Chung. Forty persons were honoured 
with this rank in the year AD.1. Tho 
result was that Szechuan, Wuchang, 
and Nanking, by reproducing the 
national type of classical instruction of 
the metropolis, became suitable them- 
selves to become seats of small empires 
and in fact did become such alter two 
centuries. By a kind of political 
evolution, the metropolitan system of 
administration repeated itself in these 
three centres of provincial Chinese 
life. ‘The Tang dynasty was the second 
of the Chinese dynasties to encourage 
learning by giving attention to the 
system of examinations. ‘I'he candidates 
who passed began to ba called Asiutsai, 
and at the examinations they were re- 
quired to reply to five questions on 











political subjects. They were also ex-! 





pected to answer questions orally upon 
the meaning of ten passages in the 
Classics. ‘They further were required 
to make five answers in writing on 
affairs of the day. ‘They passed an 
examination also on the Court cere- 
monies during the first half of the 
eighth century. ‘Those who answered 
satisfactorily a hundred subjects ob- 
tained advancement in the public ser- 
vice. There was a careful examination 
iu the historical works written by 
scholars of Confucius but still classical. 
‘The candidates were arranged in three 
grades when their answers had been 
read by the examiners. Out of 1,000 
candidates one or two in a hundred 
gained the rank of Chinshik or Doctor, 
‘The T'ang dynasty in the examinations 
of that time expected the candidates to 
understand the bearing of political 
questions and. the reasons for and 
against proposed legislative changes. 
‘When the Sung dynasty followed in 
the tenth, eleventh, and twelfth centu- 
ties, the subjects of examination became 
almost exclusively literary, ‘The clas- 
sical books-were regarded as repertories 
of political wisdom. Rules for good 
government it was supposed need not 
be sought elsewhere. ‘he mistake 
made was unfortunate. China had 
long ceased to be feudal, and even in 
the days of feudality, as the biography 
of Confucius shows, the teachings of the 
sages failed to secura tranquillity to 
the country and dignity to the sovereign. 
Yet the philosophers of the Sung 
dynasty insisted on the attempt to rule 
China by the principles of the feudal 
period ; the Classics were printed on 
wooden blocks and the statesmen 
of the time made the knowledge 
of these books the only subject of 
examinations for candidates for the 
public service.. Wang An-shih tried to 
improve the methods then in use, 
but he was bitterly opposed.” The 
Ming dynasty founded the present pre- 
vailing system, whilo’ the Manchu 
dynasty has done little beyond 
following in the path left them by 
their predecessors. Unfortunately the 
sale of offices and titles was adopted to 
satisfy the needs of the State in times of 
rebellion, ‘To meet the expenses of the 
war in Turkestan in 1826,1828,and 1829 
the sale of titles was legally authorised. 
It has been very frequently employed 
since to replenish the empty coffers of 
the T'reasury.. ‘The system works disas- 
trously—money instead of merit rales 
in the State. High posts are held by 
useless peraons who keep uble secretaries 
to discharge their duties for them. ‘Lhe 
present weakness of the Goverament of 
China is due very much to this cause. 
We are now told that a new system 
will be at once inaugurated ; the lim- 
peror wishes it and has appealed to the 
loyalty of the Viceroys aud Governors 
and their patriotic love of country to 
assist him in strengthening the State, 
Improvemont is loudly called for and 
improvement is not impossible, Ability 
and knowledge in the officers aro of 
paramount necessity. ‘The new system

SHIPBUILDING AT HOME AND 
ABROAD. 
24th Feb. 
From Lloyd's Register, that prosaic aud 
statistics-loving substitute for the sweet 
little cherub that sits up’ aloft and 
looks after the life of poor Jack, we 
liave received two very interesting 
papers ; one a summary of shipbuild= 
ing at home and abroad in 1897 5 the 
other the returns for the quarter ended 
on tlie 81st of December last of vessels 
under. construction.’ It is difficult to 
condense’ the notes that explain the 
former paper, for they are very closely 
compacted already, but we must try 
. not to omit any important item. 





ships, .545 steamers of 924,382 tons 
aud 46 sailing vessels of 28,104 tous 
were launched in the’ United Kingdom. 
Tn the rest of the world (vessels of 
under 100 tons being excluded) 253 
steamers of 278,443 tons and .L46 
stiling vessels of 100,995 tous were 
Taunched in the same year, Of war- 
“ships, 48 of 95,465 tons were launclie! 
in the United Kingdom, and 42 of 
183,435 tons in the rest of the world, 
* So the total tonnage. launched in the 
United Kingdom in 1897 was a trifle 
more than double.that launched in all 
the rest of the world together, and this 
snotwithstanding the great strike of the 
engineers, which has delayed the com- 
pletion of a large number of vessels 
in the United Kingdom. 

Looked at comparatively, the out- 
put for the year in the United King- 
dom is about 207,000 tons less. th 
that in 1896, but.abont equal to.1895. 
“The construction of sailing vessels, 

«Which bas beeu rapidly falling off since 
1892, ‘has ‘this year reached a lower 
ae than any of which Lloyd's Register 
has previous record, In 1892, sailing 
tounage formed 24 per cent of the out- 

* put; in 1897, it forms only 3 per cent 
of a considerably smaller total.” 

It is explained that it has been 
customary to take 1889 as the year of 
the maximum productive eapacity of 
the shipbuilding yards of the United 
Kingdom. In that year 595 steamers of 
1,083,793 tons, and 95 sailing vessels of 
125,568 tons were launched. 
1889 asa standard, the shipb 
facilities of the country were ut 
in 1897 to the extent of five-sixths. Uf 
the. steam tonnage in 1897, 98.8 per 
cent was built of steel and 11 per 
cont of .iron, which metal was only 
used for trawlers aud for vessels under

per cent were built of steel, and 4.5 per 
cent of wood. 

Of the total ontput-last year, over 
three-fourths, or 716,126 tons in all, 
were for British owners. ‘I'he losses 
during the year, according to Lloyd's 
Register, amnuuted to 272,000 tous, and 
the sales to foreign and colouial owners 
to 465,000 tons. But 68,400 -tous 
were bonght from foreign and colonial 
owners. ‘I'he net increase of United 
Kingdom tonnage ‘was thus -about 
48,000 tons, the increase of steam 
tonnage alone being 206,000 tons. ‘The 
net inerease in 1896 was 217,000 tons, 
in 1895; 129,000, and in 1896, 429,000. 
tons. : 

OF the total output Inst: year, about 
25 per cent was built for foreign “and 
colonial owners, as compared with ‘30 
per: cent in 1896-and 20 per -cent in 
1895. ' Japan was onr- best ‘customer;

THE OPENING OF 'THE INLAND 
WA'TERS. 


“26th Feb. 
‘Tre news ‘wwe published on ‘Tuesday 
that the Chinese Government has con- 
sented to admit foreign and mative 
steamers to all inland’ ‘waters i8 con- 
firmed by later advices,'atid thers would 
‘seem to be no doubt that this important 
concession has ‘actually’ been obtained. 
We ure still in the dark’as to’ the riego- 
tiatious- which have resulted in this im- 
portant agreement, and we'have' yet to 
Idan what has persuaded the authdrities 
in Peking to take a step which evinces 
i degres of wisdom and foresight beyond 
aiiything we'bave’ been accustomed ‘to 
look: for in that quarter. ‘There ara two 
aspectsof the question which imme- 
diately‘ forcé themselves ‘on the atten- 
tion. From the foreign point of view 
the concession’ shonld mean an “enor- 
thous inetedse’ inthe trade, dvd from 
the Chinese it “shonld mean, not 
only iticreased wealth: and enlighten 
ment, ‘but also ‘the ‘safeguarding of 
the integrity of the Empire. “That so 
radical a change should'vome into full 
operation in the short delay of four 
months is difficult to believe. ‘I'he 
peculiar but deep-seated conviction of 
Chinese officials that commerce exists 
ouly that it may bé taxed for their 
support, will undoubtedly lend to at- 








tempts to restrict in every ‘possible 


way the freedom which is essential 
to an expanding comuierce ;:and ‘vexa- 
tious’ regulations, ‘foutided ‘upon’ the 
supposed necessity of protecting their 
private interests, but -supported by 
plaviSible “arguments, ‘will no “doubt: be 
persistently proposed: and, it is to‘ be 
hoped,* vigorously objecied- to.‘ ‘The 
foréign’ trade of China, capable of enor- 
mous expansion, has increasod bat 
slowly. ‘The opening of uew ‘Treaty 
Ports,: although a move-in the right 
direction, ‘has névet brought about the 
‘increase which’ was expected, and the 
explanation is simple. Oiving to the 
want -of means of communication, only 
restricted areas can be served without a 
cost: for carringe which is prohibitive. 





tiie people “cannot putchase imports 


unless they can-sell: their exports in 
exchange for them, and-without cheap 
cattidge they” catnot place their ex- 
ports onthe market at a reasonable 
figure.’"The inland waters are the roads 
of China, and if once they ‘ate thronged 
with steamers" one of the greatest ob- 











stacles fo tradé riow existing will have 
been removed. As regards foreign goods, 
the Trausit~ Piss ‘system,’ which has 
shown considerable development, especi- 
ally in the south, during” the past year, 
should, with ‘some modifications, make 
everything easy. I seems°to us that 
it is the traffic in native ‘goods’ which 
will offer the officials the best field for * 
obstruction’; for itis not to be supposed 
that the steamers will carry back only 
goods destitied for export to foreign 
countries. ‘I'his class of goods can, of 
conrse, obtain’ the protectiou ‘of Transit 
Passes, but if other native goods are 
still to-be taxed at every likin ‘station, 
the working of the steamdrs will be 
hindered to an extent which will 
greatly diminish the value'‘of the con- 
cession, However, it is premature to 
discuss these questions before we hear 
what regulations have been’ drawu up 
and agreed to, and we ‘have still to 
cousider the second aspect of the ques- 
ton. 

China has hitherto aroused ‘a feeling 
of antagonism simply ‘on account of 
her exclusiveness. ‘The enormous pos- 
sibilities of trade, which the tiations of 
the West believe to exist in this coun- 
try, have naturally excited a competition 
to share in them. Hitherto it las been 
found that trade was only to be gained 
by force or threats, and a tendency has 
Intely become manifest to take action 
which, if not checked, would undoubtedly 
leadto the disméniberment of the Empire, 





Sphere’ of influeiico” is a convenient 


phrase for glossing over what. is apt to 
become actual'control,and by agrééments 
among the Powers that any “sphere of 
influence” should be open to the trade 
of all of them on equal terms, it is"con- 
ceivable that we miglit seo” rapid’ deve- 
lopments in this direction which’ would 
soon leave very little of China indepen- 
dent, But ifthe Chinese adoptia liberal 
policy and throw their country open 
freely to all, it is évident that the' old 
grievances will no longer exist.. China 
becomes one of the comity of natioriyand 
her interests become those of hér ‘friends 
and customers. Auy Attempt oii thé‘part 
of one uation to ‘obtain a prepondera- 
ting influence which might’ be ‘used to 
the advantage ‘of its own commerce 
and to the detriment ‘of ‘that ‘df! the 
others, would at siiée atotise diploiiatic 
resistance. Is.it possible that the Chi- 
tiese are ‘at length awakening ‘tothis 
view? "Yes, we aré at the'beginhing 
of a great'change which ‘will “have 
atupetidons “issues. Let the Chinose 
once realise that they are safe ‘from 
aggression as long’as‘they ara‘frlondly, 
atid that they’ secure’ the protéction of 
foreign natious by atilising fordign’ capi- 
tal and foreign ‘enterprise, and’we shall 
see this conntry make such strides 
forward as ‘may in'time make'it one of 
the richest and most powerful in the 
world.

THE ENGLISH MAIL PAPERS. 


(FoR THE WEER ENDING THE 2Ist OF JAN.) 





Shanghai being essentially a trading post, 
wo should be delighted to read in. the 
Home News that ‘every important political 
spooch just now strikes as its keynote the 
interests of British commerce. For the 
sako of trade Groat Britain is prepared, if 
need be, to go the length of war itself. 
That, at any rate, is what Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, in unequivocal terms, assur- 
ed the Swansea Chamber of Commerce on 
Monday, and Sir Michael, as the Chancol- 
lor of the Exchequer, speaks with some 
knowlodgo of the necessity of at least hold- 
ing our own in the markets of the world. 
Mr. Chamberlain was equally emphatic, if 
rather less bellicose, in his speech on Tues- 
day before the Liverpool Chamber of Com- 
merce. Great Britain does not seok special 

rivileges in any part of the globe, but her 
Bana is being forced by the ‘action of her 
rivals, She does not desire new territory, 
dutshe insists on safeguarding her trade and 
‘ill do so even though it involves a policy 
of exation.” ‘This is very satisfactory if 
our statesmen take care that our rivals do 
not get away with the substance while wo 
take the shadow. Woe confess to sharing 
the anxiety of the Overland Mail : “We 
should like to seo the Government giving 
some evidence that they mean to carry 
through this bravo policy.” 

It-was generally understood a little whilo 
ago that the surplus that the accounts of 
the expiring financial year will show was 
to ho devoted partly or wholly to the 
relief of India’s financial necessities. It is 
now reported that there is to be no grant 
in aid, and the Overland Mail says 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach’s statemént with 
regard to the prospect which he distinctly 
bald. out some mont of @ grant in aid 
to India, is not merely disappointing. It is 
a scandalous evasion of a duty imposed alike 
by honour and policy. Natives and Euro- 

ins will be unanimous in reprobating this 
Becision of the Home Government, the effect 
of which upon the Native mind must be de- 






































plorable. ‘To say that Indian finances are in 
So improved a position that India can do 
Without help from the Home Exchequer is to 
blind the electorate in this country to the 
true state of affairs in India. It is worse to 
pretend that, suo motu, the Indian Govern- 
ment has stated that “it did not consider it 
necessary that any financial help should be 
given by this country to India at the present 
time.” " If that be the best considered opinion 
of the Indian Government, we can only say 
that it, should ceaso to ‘command the 

t of the Indian people. Tho Minister 
of Finance may be able to show a fair posi- 
tion on paper, which has been attained by 
cutting down expenditure on every hand, by 
squeezing the provincial Governments, by 
imposing’ checks on development, aud even 
on the maintenance of established efficiency ; 
but the consequences of these economies will 

isastrously. felt through loug years of 
Indian adminiiration, and if Be les said 
that India does not require Imperial assist- 
ance, then, we can only ssy that his name 
cannot be Westland. 


The Daily News publishes, from a well- 
informed correspondent, the following im- 
portant statement regarding the .Dreyfus 
caso -— 

Till now the universally accepted supposi- 
tion has been that the foreign Power to which 
Dreyfus is accused of selling information was 
Germany. This, however, is not.so, and I can 
positively siate that the ‘Power in question 
was not Germany, but Russia. It is the 
knowledge of this fact which has paralysed 
the French Government and which prevents 
it from taking any action in the matter. 
‘The Government is placed in a very difficalt 

ition, If the real facts aro mado 
jown, every Frenchman would be wildly 
indignant at the idea of their friend and 
ally obtaining French military secrets by 
means of bribes and spies. So great would 
be the disgust that the alliance would probably 
be in danger. Thus the Government has to 
prevent the trath coming out at all risks. It 
is therefore impossible to produce the real 
evidence, which would bring out clearly the 
fact that Russia was employing a system of 
jionage in France, and equally impossible to 
order a new enquiry. As far as my informa. 
tion goes, the facts of the case appear to be 
these. As is 60 often the case in France and 
elsewhere, a woman is at the bottom of the 
affair. Dreyfus confided tho secrets to a 
woman, possibly without any knowledgo to 
what use they were to be put. From her they 
found their way to the Russian Government. 
Dreyfus himself received no money for the sale 
of the facts, and 
as knowingly giving information to a foreign 
ower is conserned. - When first the military 
‘authorities began to investigate the case, they 
believed that it was Germany which had 
bought the information, When they dis- 
covered their mistake, they still mado believo 
that the Power was Germany, in order to 
divert suspicion from the right quarter. But 
I know on the best authority that the secret 









































evidence upon which Dreyfus was condemned 
was that which proved him to have indirectly 
sold French military secrets to Russia. Some 
of those en; in the crasade know this, 





and they also know that the Government 
dare not acknowledge it. ‘The fact that 
Russia and not Germany is implicated in the 
Dreyfus affair is the secret both of the agita- 
tion and of the inaction of the French Goveru- 
ment. 

In the Times of the 21st ult. there is a 
leading article on “ur Policy in Chins,” 
dealing primarily with Russia's threat of 
reprisals if Talienwan were made an open 
port. It goes on to say that our policy is 
the commercial one formulated by the 
Cabinet Ministers who spoke in the week 
whose news was brought by the Bengal, 
and ends by saying = 

While the more moderate portion of the 
‘Vienna Press agrees with some of the chief 
organs of German opinion in expressing satis- 
faction at tho principles of our policy in the 
Far East, as these have been laid down in 
recent speeches, the dangers which that 
policy is designed to meet are well exempli- 
fied in an article in the ultra-German Dentsche 
Zeitung. The views of this paper, or of 
the section which it represents, are not 
pethaps of grest importance in themselves, 

mut they possess a certain value as a disclosure

of the sentiments which are entertained, it is 
tobe feared, towards this country by others 
in @ position of less freedom’ and more 
sibility. Tt urges the great Continental 
Powers to unite in a ruthless economic 
campaign against us and to continue the 
struggle ‘until the world-empire and the self- 
conceit of the English nation of shopkeepers 
shall be annihilated.” ‘The danger of such a 
combination will not appear to most English- 
men very formidable, but unquestionabl: 
there are e certain number of Continental 
politicians who would dearly love to choke our 
trade by any means, however foul. Otherand 
more serious personages, who are too sagacious 
to bo animated bya desire to destroy the 
British Empire or to ruin its commorce over 
Sho globe, would be very glad to limit the 
farther expansion of our trade and to confine 
the intercourse of certain promising half- 
civilised markets to themselves. Designs of 
this sort, whatever garb they may assume, wo 
are bound, in our own self-defence, to defeat, 
We are, as the Vienna organ reminds us, a 
“nation of shopkeepers,” but it was by and 
through our commerce, and that maritime 
supremacy which is inseparably connected 
with our commerce, that we crushed the 
author of that teunt when ho threatened to 
destroy the liberties of mankind, 
‘The Money Market note in the Economist 
of the 15th ult. is as follow: 


Neither in tho condition nor the prospecta 
of tho money market has there been avy ap- 
preciable change since wo last wrote. -Dis- 
count rates are just a shade lower, the quota- 
tion for best: three months’ paper boing now 
28 per cent., and tho discount houses, after 
considerable hesitation, have reduced’ their 
deposit allowances to if and 13 per cont, for 
money at call and notice, respectively. But 
it is still doubtful if this ease, though it ia 
ly to be broken immediately, will 
continue for any length of timo, in view of 
the absorption of outside supplies by the ro- 
venuo collection, and the maturing of the 
bills held by the Bank of England; while, 
looking further ahead, the possibility of ship: 
ments to the States ‘and to the Far East in 
connection with the much-spoken-of Chinese 
Joan bas to be kept in mind, As to tho 
effect which the new Indian currency arrange 
ment may have upon the market it is too 
early to speak, for wo do not know yet how 
tho Goveroment propose to deal with any 
gold that may be deposited horo—whether it 
is to be specially held against issues of paper 
currency in India, or how it is to bo used, 
Tn any case, however it does not appest.pro- 
bable that ‘deposits of any magaitude will bo 
made, 
The opening leading article in the Econ 
omist is headed “Mr. Balfour's Declara- 
tions about China.” It is pointed out that 





























| this is ‘the first official declaration of the 


official policy resolved on. . . In the first 
Blace, the First Lord of the Treasury repu- 

‘ates emphatically any intention to an- 
nex provinces in China as not only 
inopportune, but permanently unwise.” 

“Our interests,” said Mr. Balfour, “in 
China are comme! and trading interests, 
and are not territorial interests. And the 
first. deduction I draw from that is that 
territory, in so far as it is not necessary to 
supply a base for possible warlike operations, 
is a disadvantage rather than an advantage, 
for it carries with it responsibilities, carries 
with it duties, carries with it, may be, an 
expenditure in money, and, what is moro im. 
portant to us, carries with it an expenditure 
in men.” We may, that is, in the future ask 
for, or oven take, 'a place like Chusan 
base from which warlike operations may be 
carried on, but wo aro not about to add 
millions of Chinese to the millions of co- 
loured persons whom we already govern in 
three-quarters of the globe. . 

We presume, however, that if tho parti- 
tion of China which most observers still 
expect to happen, takes place, we shall not 
allow any «ther Power to take the Valley 
of the Yangtze, But meautime, ‘tho 
British Government abstains from inter- 
fering with the aggressions ef tho con- 
tinental Powers upon the coast of China 
only upon condition that their settlements 
shall remain, like all other ports in China, 
open to the commerce of the whole world.” 
In other words, we shall permit our rivals 
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to establish themselves solidly in positions 
where they can “ put up Customs barriers, 
or something equivalent to Customs barri- 
ers, hostile to others and favourable to 
themselves,” if they will promise not to do 
thia; while we know from previous ex- 
perience what the value of such promises is. 
‘And this is statesmanship which, the Beo- 
‘nomist expects, “with its mixture of firm- 
nessand moderation, will do much to allay 
the bitterness that has undoubtedly been 
caused by our blundering—partly ac- 
cidental it may be, but still exasperating— 
upon our Himalayan frontier.” ‘The article 
concludes with a very lukewarm approval 
of the proposed. loan of 16,000,000 to 
China, holding that “the fatuous cam- 
arilla’ which still governs Peking, is not 
to be trusted with the money, and that 
theso subsidies as a rule have provoked 
anything rather than substantial gratitude. 

An article on “Spanish Finance and the 
Cuban War Expenditure” shows the 
straits in which Spain is involved by the 
Ciban Rebeilion; another on The 
Diplomat in the Sphere of Finance ” is not 

leagant reading for the admirers of Lord 

ufferin. From a note we learn that the 
aggregate production of gold in the world 
in 1807 was very nearly fifty millions 
sterling, or fully twice as large as the 
production ten years ago, 

‘There are a large number of interesting 
Notes in the Saturday Review, but wo 
havo only room this morning’ for the 
following :— 

‘Thro seoms at last to be a reasonable pros- 
pect of hostilities on the Indian frontier 
coming to a close, Contrary to what wo 
were told a short time sinco in telegrams 
from India, the Bonerwals appear now to be 
disinclined to fight. With the exception of 
the Zakka Khel, the Afridis also ace ap- 
parently about to come to terms, so that we 
may look for a return to more peaceful and 
settled times in that quarter. But there can 
bo no hope of prolonged peace until we learn 
that the project of establishing military posts 
and roads beyond our border has been 
abandoned. ‘To that end we trust that the 
latest protoxt for interference, by the alleged 
necessity for holding the passes in order that 
we may carry out our engagements with the 

















shown themselves very fertile in the in 
tion of specious pretexts of this kind. ‘The 
Project of obtaining possession of all ‘passes 
leading from Afghanistan into India dates, 
wo need merely point out, from the days of 
Lord Lytton, and it is therefore quite in- 
dependent of our engagements with Amir 
Abdurrahman, 


‘The Saturday repeats that tho troubles 
with our Soudanese force in Uganda, which 
have caused the loss of many good men 
and the total breakdown of an important 
expedition, were duo to the selection of 
Major Macdonald for the command. We 
aro told that ho ‘was singularly unfor- 
tunate in his relations with the Soudanese 
troops—men who, under officers whounder- 
stood them, have shown themselves as 
brave and loyal as any in the service, but 
who do not take kindly to the pipeclay 
and rigid discipline of the Indian barrack- 
yard.’” In an article on ‘Egypt and the 
Upper Nilo” the Saturday repeats that 
the French have some claim to the Soudan, 
“but indirectly as the acting guardian of 
Egypt, our right of intervention in the 
country is very strong.” A civilised Power 
in control of the White Nile might divert 
enough of the water for irrigation pur- 
poses in the Bahr-el-Ghazal and in the 
arid. waterless regions between that pro- 
vince, Darfur, and Kordovan, to seriously 
injure the agricultural industry of Egypt. 

‘There is au excellent article on ‘Lewis 
Carroll,” who moved the world with two 
or three children’s story-books, which had 
the inestimable advantage of Tenniel’s 
illustrations, more than a hundred more 
serious writers to whom the world has 
consented to listen, have done. Mr. 
Robert Sherard, who knows his Paris well, 


























deeply laments what he hints is the tem- 
porary insanity of M. Emile Zola. But un- 
fortunately the Saturday's claim to be well- 
informed is weakened by the fact that it 
calls the story that it was the Russian 
Government to whom State secrets are 
alleged to have been sold, a ‘‘ rather weak 
and pointless invention.” Mr. Bernard 
Shaw's “Church and Stage” is one of the 
most audacious articles we have read for 3 
Jong time. He says that he gathers from 
the Bible that Christ’s ‘‘object was to 
discredit legal tests of conduct, and that 
he would not have objected to go to the 
theatre on Sunday with Mary Magdalene 
if Jerusalem had been Paris.” 

‘The Spectator has the following note on 
the rising in Mekran which has just been 
subdued :— 

Another outbreak in India, this time of 
small importance, but still requiring troops 
for its suppression ! A troublesome tribe in 
Mekran, on the south-west frontier of 
Beloochistan, has taken into its head to be 
suspicious of British surveying party, led by 
Captaia Burn and Lieutenant ‘Turner, both of 
the Royal Engizeers. Some payment, more- 
over, usually made to the tribal chief has been 
delayed, and he therefore early in January, 
just as’a hint of discontent, ordered the 
massacre of the surveying party, which 
included, besides the British officers, about 
two hundred native assistants, tent-pitchers, 
and soon. They were, of course, slaughtered 
with some ease, and the officers, after doing 
all they could,’ fled to Ormara'to reach a 
telegraph station. ‘The message was flashed 
to Simla, and, of course, troops are in motion 
to put down’ the “rising,” the Beloochee 
authorities aiding heartily. The offenders, 
after a brief resistance, will probably fly into 
Persia, and be cut up by the Shah's servants. 
‘The ala is evidently local, and need create 
no alarm; but what a strange instinct. of 
turbulence seems to have possession of India ! 
We shall have the camels rebelling soon. 


‘The Spectator, like the Economist, takes 
‘Mr. Balfour's speech at Manchester as the 
text of its opening leading article. It also 
hopes that Mr. Balfour's brave words about 
China will restore that confidence at home 
in the Unionist Government which has been 
diminished by [their occasional appearance 
of irresolution.” But how does Mr. Bal- 
four’s assertion that we will not allow any 
foreign Government ‘‘to destroy that 
equality of opportunity which, is what we 
claim, but which we do claim,” agreo with 
Russia's claim to a monopoly of railways in 
Manchuria, Germany's claim to a monopoly 
of railways in Shantung, and Franco's 
claim toa similar monopoly in tho South ?

Unfortunately for the 
rogues; the same ‘job is done by two of 
theni,’ 0 that” “one ‘mars’ the ‘work ‘of the 
other: * There’ iss most commendable 
abserité of spdrting” slang’ in the stories, 
Bich ore nevertheless toll 26 vividly that 
one Yoels ‘surrourided by ‘the appropriate 
atmosphere. The. hunting stories make

She is in love with the 
hero, John Gray, the cultured and clever 
young schoolmaster, and he fancies himself 
in love with her, but his imminent. pro- 
posal is averted by a shabby practical joke 
played by one of John’s enemies, and'she 
marries another lover. Meanwhile, John 
is really deeply attached to the heroine's 
aunt, who is in her heart deeply attached 
to him, but has. aii inconvenient husband. 
John ‘goes to Washington to seek his 
fortune. The inconvenient husband dies, 
‘and the aunt, Mrs, Falconer, who is the 
real heroine, and .is a woman that only a. 
real artist could have, painted, tnakes overy- 
thing ready for John to come back to her : 
but’ it is his son—for he has married 
long since and become a noted judge in 
Philadelphia—who comes to her years 

fter, instead of the long-expected father, 
It. is, 'as we have said, a pathetic book, 
deautifully written, but’ there is action in 
it, and ‘there is adventure, and. there is 
humour.

THE WEATHER, 

This has been a very mild open winter. 
Tn December we had some cold weather, 
and every appearance of a cold, bracing 
winter, with all the concomitants conduc- 
ive to health and strength, and I think all 
were pleased at the prospect. Later it 
became milder, the ice began to thaw and 
break up, and there has been no cold 
weather since. A considerable part of the 
river has been open from Tientsin to its 
mouth. ‘The result is that preparations are 
making for the opening of the spring busi- 
ness about two weeks earlier than usu: 
Asa further result of this continued mild 
weather when usually we have it cold with 
heavy ice in the river, there is a great deal 
of sickness among the Chinese, and all about 
the city and suburbs promise of much more 
in the releasing of the vile odours which 
greet one everywhere, and which have 

een held in mild solution the last six or 
eight weeks instead of being frozen uj 
tight and their many disease germs killed. 
Foreigners are to be congratulated on hav- 
ing a fine health resort so near by as the 
seaside distant five miles from the Peitaiho 
railway station. 

‘THE CONDITION OF THE RIVER, 

‘The river open, what about its navi; 
tion? That is still'an open question. Owing 
to the many canals between this and Taku 
which disperse the water, which should be 
restrained in the channel, over a large ex- 
tent of country, thus greatly diminishing 
the volume of water and the force of its 
current, there appeare to be less depth of, 
channel this spring than on any of the pre- 
‘vious late disastrous years. It remsins to 
be seen whether any steamers, even at the 
beginning of the season, will come up to the 
bund, A'scheme of improvement was pre- 
pared Jast fall which met with the approval 
‘of the Chinese authorities, and which was 
to be put in operation this spring. It is to 











tbe hoped that no hitch hss occurred, and 
that work may be begun at once. 
‘THE SITUATION. 

So far as anything leaks out, the situation 
in Peking is ve b

as can be made out. It certainly is very 
critical, and is beyond the foresight of any

can only wait for the next move—will it 
be checkmate on Russia?

‘THE CRIPPLEGATE FIRE. 


At last the coroner's inquest upon the 
Cripplegate fire has come to an end and on 
Wednesday the verdict was given. The 
opinion of the jury is that it was the result 
not of accident but of deliberate purpose, 
but that the culprit is some person or 
persons at present unknown. ‘The affair 
therefore is now in the hands of the polico, 
who will doubtless unravel the mystery if 
they cin. The jury added a ridor to their 
verilict to the effect that they did not con- 
sider that the London Firo Brigade was 
sufficiently equipped with steamers, and 
judging by the numerous letters in the 
daily Press on the subject, this seoms to bo 
the general opinion. In an interview with a 
D. T. reporter Sir Eyro Massey Shave, the 
former chief ‘of the Metropolitan Fire Bri- 
gade, said that he considered the enquiry 
had completely vindicated the Fire Brigade 
{against whom one or two damaging im- 
putations have been made), and for Com- 
mander Wells he had nothing but tha 
warmest praise. What he sid however 
with regard toa recurronce of such a firo 
was not so satisfactory. When asked what 
he thought of the probability, he said: 
“There is nothing to prevent it. Proporty 
in London is so valuable and light so 
essential to trades of the character carried on 
in Jewin Street, that high buildings pierced 
with numerous windows must be provided. 
If you prohibit thom tho risk is that these 
trades will be driven out of the city. I 
would undertake to render London per- 
fectly safe, but the expense would bo 
enormous.” His main suggestion seems 
to be iron shutters which should be mado 
to lap well over the windows on tho out- 
side—but unless they wore made to close 
instantly by electricity it is doubtful if 
they would be used when required. Also 
an extension of the hydrant system which, 
by an application of a new invention, might 
bo made available for applying pressure to 
tho mains in low-lying districts. Altogethor 
our chances of another huge blaze don’t 
seem too remote and it almost seems that 
for so huge a city our means of coping with 
fires are not too satisfactory. 





ANOTHER MONEY-LENDING CASE. 


Following on the recent Lewis and 
Spender Clay money-lending case, of 
which we slall near anon, comes another 
which promises to be equally interesting 
to the public generally. In this caso a 
well-known money-lender named Daniel 
Jay sues Sir Tatton Sykes for no less a 
sum than £13,460 on five promissory. 
notes and £2,472 2s, 9d. for interest, tho 
money having been borrowed by Lady 
Sykes, his wife. Although the caso is not 
yet finished two startling suggestions havo 
been made; one is that Sir Tatton will 
plead that he had nothing to do with the 
matter and that certain signatures and a 
letter said to have been written by him aro 
forgeries, and the second that ho is insane. 
Mr. Beck, tutor to his son, in his evidence 
says he formed that opinion in consequenco 
of his extraordinary conduct. He had seen 
him sometimes wear as many as seven 
coats at once, five covert coats apd two 
thin silk ones on the top, which was 
eccentric at any rate. Tho whole caso 
discloses a most extraordinary state of 
affairs. Sir Tatton is described as a man 
of great wealth, but one who never goes 
anywhere or pays any one or settles any- 
thing if he can help it, and though Lady 
Sykes was supposed to have £1,000 a year

occasions to sue him in order to get it. 
This being the case she has for years had 
recourse to borrowing money in order to 
meet necessary expenses, with the present 
lamentable result. ‘The intorest she undoc-

Raving failed to obtain farther loans from 
less exorbitant money lenders. 

‘MR, TERRISS’ MURDERER. 

Prince, the murderer of Mr. Terriss, was 
tried at the Old Bailey yesterday. He was 
found guilty but as medical experts 
have pronounced him insane he is to 
be confined in a criminal lunatic asylum for 
the remainder of his natural life. Tho 
punishment seems totally inadequate for 
the terrible crime, but there seems to be 
little doubt of his insanity.

‘TRE DREYFUS CASE. 

Tho trial of Major Esterhazy is over, 
and the Dreyfus case is exactly where it 
was before. ‘The court-martial has found 
that Major Esterhazy did not write. the 
document that Dreyfus was previously con- 
vieted of having written. hat, however, 
does not make the guilt of Dreyfus any 
more certain. What little additional in- 
formation we have now is rather in favour 
of Dreyfus than against him. ‘The report 
drawn up by the officer who conducted the 
instruction in 1894 has come to light and 
is singularly inconclusive. Peoplo have 
always asked what motive Dreyfus could 
have had for his crime. The report 
mentions facts which indicate that his 
morality before and after marringe was 
no better than thst of the average 
French officer, but it certainly does not 
‘show that he was one of the men who rain 
themselves for the object of their passions. 
In fact the writer mentions that Dreyfus 
broke off relations with one Indy because 
she appeared to have more designs on his 
purse than on his heart, Was he a gumbler? 

The prosecution asserted that he visited 
several clubs notorious for high play, but he 
denied that ho ever took part in the 
gambling, and the report mentions no 
evidence to the contrary. Thus the ques- 
tion of niotive remains unexplained. 


‘THE CASE FOR THE PROSECUTION 
evidently depended very largely on tho 
expert evidence as to the handwriting on 
the bordereau (memorandum). ‘This docu- 
ment was neither signed nor dated and 
there is nothing to show for whom it was 
intended. Undoubtedly there is a strong 
resemblance between the writing on this 
document and that of Dreyfus, but. the 
court would hardly have convicted him 
solely on the opinion of two or threo 
graphologists. What, then, was the other 
evidence? The report says Dreyfus made 
contradictory statements after he was 
arrested, but the only specimen given 
is hardly convincing, to say the least 
fit. The passaze is worth translating : 
When he [Dreyfus] was searched on 
the day of his arrest, he said: ‘Tako 
my keys and look everywhere : you will 
find nothing.’ ‘The search made at his 
residence gave very nearly tho result he 
foretold. But, as nota single family letter 
nor even a tradesman’'s bill was found, it 
may be assumed that everything of a com- 
promising nature had been concealed or 
destroyed.” ‘The writer of the report 
ought to have explained how a tradesman’s 
ill could have been compromising. 

‘The remainder of the case for the pro- 
secution consists of the assertions of several 
ofjDreyfus’ colleagues at the War Office that 
he put indiscreet questions to them about 
the work on which they were engaged, and 
Dreyfus’ admission that he paid several 
secret visits to Alsace without being troub- 
led by the German authorities, from which 
the reporter infers that they must have 
shut their eyes to his presence.

transpired, no unprejudiced observer can 
fail to arrive at the conclusion that a terri- 
ble judicial error has been committed. 
THE TRIAL OF MAJOR ESTERHAZY 

was conducted in a very curious way. 
The Press and public Were admitted 
while BI, Mathieu Dreyfus, M. Scheurer- 
Kestner, and a few other witnesses 
gave evidence, but afterwards the doors 
were closed and the rest of the proceedings 
conducted in secret until the reading of 
the verdict. Col. Picquart, the officer who 
was convinced of Major Esterhazy’s guilt 
and set to work to hunt him down, was 
the most important witness, but we know 
nothing of what he said. Tt was evident, 
however, from the first that the military 
‘authorities were strongly prejudiced against 
him and were equally strongly disposed to 
shield the accused as much us they could. 

‘The acquittal of Major Esterhazy was 
immediately followed by 

FURTHER SENSATIONS. 

On tho following morning, the 13th 
inst., M. Zola published, in the Aurore, 
an “open letter to the President of the 
Republic.” Tt was a tremendously vigor- 
ous denunciation of almost everybody con- 
cerned in the condemnation of Dreyfus and 
the acquittal of Esterhazy. M. Zola re- 
viewed the whole case from the beginning 
and wound up by charging Licut.-Col. de 
Paty de Clam, the oflicer who arrested 
Dreyfus, with’ concocting the whole plot 
against him. M. Zola further accused 
General Mercier, War Minister in 1894, 
of being Lieut,-Col. de Paty de Clam’s 
accomplice ; General Billot, the presont 
War Minister, of having had in his pos- 
session proofs of Dreyfus’ innocence and 
of having (destroyed them in the interest 
of the headquarters staff; General do 
Boisdeffre, chief of the staff, and Geno- 
ral Gonse, late chief of the secret, service 
department, of conspiring to stifle the 
Minit; General de Pellieux and Major 
Ravary of drawing up scandalously biassod 
reports in favour of Major Estorhazy ; the 
handwriting experts of wilful perversion of 
tho trath, etc., etc., Not content with thisy 
BE. Zola ‘attacked ‘the court-martial which 
condemned Dreyfus and acquitted Ester- 
hazy, and ended by challenging the Govern- 
ment to prosecute him. 

‘THE CHALLENGE WAS SPEEDILY ACCEPTED. 

On the same afternoon the Premier was 
questioned in the Chamber of Deputies, 
and:in reply ho announced that proceedings 
would be taken against M. Zola. Conse- 
quently, the whole matter will be thrashed 
out afresh, but this time before an ordinary 
tribunal. ‘It is difficult to seo how M. 
Zola can substantiate his reckless charges. 
‘At the same time his trial will benefit the 
Dreyfus cause by keeping it before the 
country. 

WO OTHER STRIKING INCIDENTS 

of thestruggle occurred yesterday. Lieut.- 
Col. Picquart was placed under arrest and 
conveyed to Mont Valérion, where he will 
remain until the military authorities have 
decided what to do with him. In this 
case again the public is left in the dark as 
to the nature of the accused person's 
offence. All this inystery can only increase 
the suspicion that there is something wrong 
at the War Office. The second incident is 
the failure of M. Scheurer-Kestner to se- 
cure re-election as Vice-President of the 
Senate. Like M. Zola he is paying the 
penalty of having tho courage of his con- 
vietions. 








FRANCE AND CHINA. 

‘The Lyons Cominercial Mission has added 
to its report a memorandum on the open- 
ings afferded to French trade by China. 
‘The tone of this commnnication is not 
very hopeful. French manufacturers, it 
says, cannot hope to compete with Eng- 
land, India, and the United States in 
whito. and ‘unbleached cotton shieetings, 
though they might do so in satinettes and 
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fancy stuffs. They have no chance in 
cotton yarns. French metal-workers might 
do well if they had an influential repre- 
sentative capable of obtaining a share in 
Government contracts. No firm in China 
could exist if it imported nothing but 
French goods or bought only for the 
French market. It would have to import 
and export whatever goods were required. 
This discovery of the Lyons Mission is in- 
teresting, but hardly novel. 

‘Much more to the purpose is the 
announcement that M. Hanotaux is pre- 

ating to utilise the concessions obtained 
in Yunnan, Two French enzineers, MM. 
Leclere and Guillemeto, who are already 
in Tongking, have been instructed to make 
a survey for a railway from the French 
frontier into the heart of Yunnan. A 
ilitary surveying party under Col. Penne- 
juin is to accompany the two engineers, 
‘De course af the railway is to be guided 
‘as much as possible by the reeommenda- 
tions of the Lyons mission.

It explained 
every singlé thing that had been done, and 
showed clearly that the work was being 
carried on with Sross benefit to the scholars 
in the school. -They knew that some of 
‘their scholars were out in places, and they 
were pleased to be able to say that all 
those who had engaged their services testi- 
fied to the every able manner in which they 
carried out their work and the thorough- 
ness with which it was done. generally, 
‘This state of things reflected honour not 
-only on the scholars, but also upon the 
school, by showing that they had been 
carefully trained and beongne ie ‘They 
very much regretted the loss they had 
sustained by the removal of Mrs. Young- 
son, As they wore aware her husband 
unfortunately diced last year and she 
thought it advisable to return home takin, 

her daughters with her. A master an 

matron—Mr. and Mrs. Price he belisved 
by name—were on their way out to take 
charge of the home, but they could not 
expect them there for some time yet. In 
the meantime the work was being carefully 
Mooked after by Mr. Nelson who was 
‘occupying the position of master until the 
arrival of Mr. and Mrs. Price, whilst theRav. 
, 0, Hodges and the Rev. Dr. Muirhead 
were rendering all the assistance they 
could in seeing that the work was care- 
fully and efficiently carried out. With re- 
gard to the girls’ school they had Miss 
Mesny, Mrs. Tennant, and Miss Page in 











charge. Miss Page attended during the day | 


and took charge of the elder classes and 
although probably the arrangement was 
‘not so satisfactory as under a lady super- 
intendent, they were pleased to find that the 
swork was nevertheless carried on in a wi 
which was conducive to the benefit of the 
school at large. ‘Turning to the accounts, 
they would see that they were not over 
ich, but they had a little money. He 
peresivad that as regarded the endowment 
fund they had not yet arrived at that 
amount which Mr. George Jamieson sug- 
gested they should have when they started 
in 1888. He(Mr. Jamieson) suggested that 
they should have at least ten thousand taels, 
but as yet they had only an endowment of 
9,784 dollars 12 cents, He should be very 
glad indeed if some of their friends would 
assist them to add to this amount, for he 
could not see why it was not possible to 
raise it to 20,000 taels or even 100,000 
taels. ‘They. must recollect . that they 
could not ‘tell how long it might be that 
the Municipal Council would be willing to 
grant them the 1,500 taels per annum as 
they did at present. If by any accident 
they were left without that sum they would

end of their’funds. Frequently they had 
to draw on the treasurer and repay him 
when money came in. In conclusion he 
bore testimony to the valuable assistance 
they received atall times from theic medical 
advisers. 

‘The Rev. Dr. Muirhead said he was very 
pleased to confirm the remarks made by 
Mr. Thorne as to the working of the schools. 
He had been in the habit almost from the 
time he became connected with the Institu- 
tion of visiting the schools daily, and he 
could testify to the value of the work they 
wory doing. The boys in whom he was 
especially interested were showing a very 
great devction to their work, and the 
variety of instruction which they received 
from Mr. Nelson was very gratifying in- 
deed. It had always been an extreme plea 
sure to him to visit the school and to see the 
course things were taking. He shared with 
Mr. Thorne the regret he had expressed at 
Mrs. Youngson’s leaving. She had beon 
a long time connected with the school and 
her work had always been characterised by 
tho utmost thoroughness, The school was 
now in a very excellent condition indeed. 
So far as he know the young men who 
had left them were conducting themselves 
in a very becoming manner, and he hoped 
that those who were left would, under the 
new master attain to a very high degree of 
intelligence and education. 

‘The report was then unanimously adopted. 

‘The letter from the Municipal Council 
agreeing to the composition of the Com- 
mittoe as suggested by the Governors fo 
the school was confirmed. 

A vote of zhanks to the Chairman brought 
the proceeding: to a termination.

On the motion of the chairman seconded 
by Mr. Scott the report and accounts were

Mr. Welch read a letter from Dr. Muir- 
head on behalf of the London Mission 
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seoctontng the: renewal of the lease of the 
land on which the hospital stands. ‘This 
‘was deemed satisfactory. 

A communication was presented from 
Rev. Ernest Box of the London Mission 
informing the trustees and governors of the 
hospital ‘that Miss Halley, who had been in 
charge of the female wards for some time, 
purposed going home for a holiday. She 
‘ould be absent from the Ist of April next 
to the beginning of 1899, but on -her 
return hoped to resume.her work. 

Dr. Milles in reply to the chairman 
stated that Miss Halley devoted her services 
quite gratuitously. 

Tt was unanimously resolved to write 
‘Miss Halley thanking ber for her valuable 
services on behalf of the hospital, and 
extending a very hearty welcome to her on 
her return, the chairman remarking that 
he hoped hier trip home would be enjoyed, 
and that she would derive benefit from it. 

Mr. C. Thorne celled attention to the 
fact that their reserve of Tis. 2,500 was 
lying at fixed deposit at four. per cent. 
Te cecurred to him that this money might 
‘be invested with greater advantage in swine 
good sound debentures whereby they 
mizht obtain at least six per cent interest 
for their money. It was worth while con- 
sidering for they could incresse their 
income by at least-Tls. 50 a year. 

‘The Chairman—Is the money likely to 
‘bo wanted ? 

‘Mr. Welch—No, I think not. 

The Chairman—The idea seems to bo 
worth adopting 

Tt,was ultimately decided to invest the 
money in first-class local debentures.

There had always heen a large 
attendance at the hospital but it seemed 
both from the report, and from enquiries 
he had made, that there had boen a very 
great increase during the past year. He 
Temembered in former times taking note 
‘of the usual attendance of patients and he 
Temembered that it totalled about fifty 
thousand from year to year. Tt appeared 
however that during the last year the 
number had risen to eighty thousan 
He wished to bear testimony to the unti 
ing devotion to the work of thy hospital 
shown by Drs, Henderson, Milles, “and 
Macleod und the native doctor Mr. Pan. 
Having regard to the overwhelming num- 
her of ‘patents treated or prescribed for 
at the hospital, he was surprised at the 
ability shown by these gentlemen in attend- 
ing to the very numerous and diversified 
cases that came before them. It was 
needless to comment upon the skill and 
ability exhibited by Drs. Henderson, 
Macleod, and Milles, but he should like 
to say a word in reference to Mr. Pan. 
This gentleman manifested the utmost 























diligence and courage in his duties-and he 
thought he was all they could .wish him to 
be. In conclusion he spoke in high terms 
of praise of Miss Halley's wwork in connec- 
tion with the Hospital. 

‘The meeting shortly afterwards ter- 
minated.

‘The third general meeting of share- 
holders in thé China Flour Mill Co., Ld., 
was held at the offices of the General 
Managers, Messts. W. Scharff & Co., on 
‘Thursday afternoon. Present ; Messrs. A. 
McLeod (Chairman), W. Schirff, H. 
Snethlage, H. J. Such, Directors; H. 
Vinay, J. M. Young, F’ Nevill May, G. 
Gules, J. C. Appay, A. Wacker, Lee Cho- 
kee, and Da-Ching, representing in all 
1,071 shares. 

‘The Chairman :—Gentlemen, asit is now 
past the hour mamed for the opening of 
this meeting. I will call upon the secretary 
to read the notice convening the same. 

The notice having been read, the Chair- 
man, in proposing that the report. and 
accounts as presented be passed, said that 
the cost of buildings and machinery had 
excreded the original estimates chiefly owing 
to the large increase in the cost of materials, 
Inbour, ete., and to the fact that larger 
storage accommodation than was originally 
planned had been found necessary. They 
found also that « much more substantial 
jetty was required, and it had been found 
desirable to purchase a piece of ground, the 
foreshore in front of the Company's pro- 
perty, and this, with the cost of filling in 
the Company's land and the erection of 
bunding represented the amount standin, 
at Property Account. The Directors hop 
to be able to write off Preliminary Ex- 
penses” gradually, and this would be done 
as quickly as circumstances would permit. 
‘There had been some little difficulty ex- 

rienced in valuing stocks on the 3lst of 

ecember, owing to the Company's brands. 
of flour not being very well known on the 
market at the time, and they had therefore 
been valued as near the actual cust of 
production as possible, but it would doubt- 
less be satisfactory to the shareholders 
to learn that considerably higher prices 
had since been realised than that valuation. 
The Capital, as would be seen from the 
accounts, had now been fully paid up. 
‘There was a small balance of ‘Tis. 1,206.24 
to credit of Profit and Loss Account, which 
it was proposed to carry forward to new 
account. Working Account showed only 
the results of one month's working, which 
was almost entirely of an experimental 
nature. The Directors propose in future 
to adopt the practice of most of the sinilar 
local enterprises and refrain from publishing 
the Working Account, but this would always 
be open to the inspection of shareholders 
at the Company's offices. ‘The mill is now 
making three grades of flour; the first for 

bakers’ requirements, the second for house- 

hold purposes, and ‘the third is sold to 

tive dealers, who dispose of it on the 
same terms as the best quality of native- 
fe flour. The first and second grades 
of the flour turned out by the Company's 
mill equal in apperrance to the 

‘erage imported brands, while as re: 
intrinsic value it is even sup 
many of the brands sold here and for 
ment to the outports. A comparative 
analysis that had been made showed that 
the Company’s four contains a larger quan- 
tity of nutritious substances than is found 
in many of the favourite foreign brands. 
As regards the other- products of the mill, 
such as sharps, pollarde, branjete., the Diz 
rectors were pleased to say that these had 
‘met with an unex, ily good sale. These 
products had.been valued at an all-round 
figure as low as native bran, but they were 



































































now realising on sharps and pollards 75 
per cent and 40 per cent. over the prices 








of the native products,-while forthe bran 
a large demand was being experienced at 
ry satisfactory rates, and the entire 
production of the mill's bran had: been. sold 
forward to the 30th of June next. The mill 
machinery had been thoroughly.tested as to 
its capacity, and it was very satisfactory 
to learn that it could easily deal with 310 
piculs of. wheat in a working day of 12 
hours. ‘The miller, Mr. Dowling, arrived 
on the 31st of December, and aftet working 
for a month with Mr. Wray, the engineer 
sent out to superintend the,erection of the 
mill, took full charge on the 1st of February, 
‘Mr. Wray proceeding home in accordance 
with his agreement. Mr. Wray bad done 
his work in’a most satisfactory manner, and 
the mill.and machinery were now in first- 
class order and the Directors considered 
themselves justified in congratulating the 
shareholders on the possession of a very 
excellent property, from which in course of 
time they (the Directors) trusted the share- 
holders would reap very satisfactory returns, 
Mr. F. Nevill May said he noted with 
satisfaction that the products of the mill 
were sold forward to June next, and wish- 
ed to know if that included the flour 
turned out, or if it only referred to the 
bran. . 
‘The Chairman in reply suid that it sim- 
ply referzed to the bran, ‘The demand for 





jour had not been as great as might hava- 


been expected owing to the large stocks of 
American flour held on the spot, but as 
the flour made by the Company was fully 
equal to that of the best American brands. 
agreater demand might be anticipated in 
the future. There was now a fairly good 
demand for shipment to the outports. 

‘Mr. May said he had used the flour made 
by the Company’s mill and found it excel 
lent, in fact, he preferred it to the imported 
article.

The Chairman in opening the proceedings 
si When last we met here on the 26th 
‘of July you appointed a committee consist- 











ing of Mr. F. Anderson, Mr. Drummond, * 


Dr. Macleod, Mr. J. Prentice, and myself. 
Dr. Macleod being unable to continue in 
office resigned, and your committee appoint- 
ed Mr. W. D. Little to take his place. 
‘This appointment I am sure: meets with 
your approval. . Mr. Little kindly took up 
the post of Hon. ‘Treasurer, and before 
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proceeding further I will ask you to con- 
- firm the appo'atment. Those in favour of 
‘M;, Léitle’s appointment will please signify 
their approval. (Carried.) We are sorry 
Mr. W. V. Drummond is not present, 
being detsined in Hongkong on business. 
This meeting has now been called by 
the committee to give you an account of 
what we have done since we were elected. 
Owing to the fact that almost immediately 
after the meeting the various members of 
the committee were away from Shanghai, 
nothing was done until October, when our 
first committee meeting was held. I will 
now read to you the following facts suppli- 
ed to me by our hard-working Hon. 
Secretary, Mr. Anderson. Our first aim 
was to try and induce the Governors of the 
Hospital to work with us, and with that 
object we called upon the various Governors 
and explained to them the object we had in 
view. We then collected information re- 
garding the expenses which would be 
incurred in the establishment of a Home 
and proceeded to address the first proposal 
to the General Hospital on the 2nd of 
December, offering to supply them with 
trained nurses in the same way that they 
were supplied with medical attendance, vi 
for fixed yearly payment. On the 2ist 
of December the Governors replied de- 
clining our proposuls on the ground that 
two separate organisations of nurses could 
not work satisfactorily together in one 
hospital, but they invited’ us to make 
further proposals to them. On the 28th of 
December we submitted a scheme by which 
a separate wing of the hospital should be 
built by us, suggesting to them that it 
should be placed under separate manage- 
ment, but this proposal they also declined 
on the ground that the Tis. 20,000 we 
offered was not enough and they looked 
upon our schome as impracticable—in this 
letter they did not ask us to make any 
further proposals and we concluded 
from this they did not wish to en- 
courage further correspondence with us. 
We were obliged to ascertain what was 
the hest we could do on xn independent 
basis. Our first difficulty was a site, and 
you know suitable sites are difficult to 
obtain, but, not only this, having the site 
the outlay for Innd alone would have taken 
the bulk of our subscriptions. Under-these 
circumstances, and in view of the fact that 
the Nursing Home when established would 
be for the benefit of the whole community, 
we informally asked the Municipal Council 
whether they would support a proposal to 
allow us to build on Municipal Council 
property, subject to the approval of the 
‘atepayers. We were much gratified by the 
support which they extended to us. ‘This 
was the position of affairs when we published 
the correspondence in the newspapers, and 
which I trust you have all read. We admit 
the weak point of our proposal as published 
is that there is no provision for free beds, 
and that it is open to the criticism that it 
‘is an institution for the rich and not forthe 
poor, but we had to take into considera- 
tion tho provision for a feclatte deficit in 
working the Home and did not feel justifi- 
ed, with the funds available, in starting 
the Home with free beds. This led us to 
reconsider the published proposal and it 
occurred to us that it would be in every 
way more desirable if we could make such 
arrangements as would enable us to 
spend the whole of our subscriptions i 
the erection of a suitable buildin 
a Nursing Home. As_the Municipal 
Council have a Nursing Home at present 
for which they pay an annual rental, but 
which is too small to enable them to extend 
their operations, and as no suitable houses 
are available for the reception of patients, 
we decided to ask the Council if they 
would accept the free gift of a Nursing 
Home, to be called the Victoria Nursing 
Institute, to be built upon their land, 
which would enable them to extend its 
sphere of. usefulness to the reception of 
patients and the training of nurses. We 











thought it better to-make no conditions 
as to the future managment of the Home, 
leaving it to the Council to make such ar- 
rangements as they thought best in the pub- 
lic interest. We submitted this proposal in- 
formally to the Council and were informed 
that they agreed to recommend the Rate- 
payers to accept such an offer if it were 
made to them. If this course has your 
approval we believe that without any greater 
expenditure, probably with a smaller ex- 
penditure than is at present incurred by 
the Council, first-class institution ean be 
established which will benefit all classes of 
the community, and we shall be lad to 
hear the views’ of any subscriber on the 
matter before submitting a resolution to 
you : 

‘That the present Committee be and hereby 
are authorised to collect the subscrij 
and to offer the same to the Municipal 
Council for the erection of a building to be 
called the Victoria Nursing Institute. 

The amount of subscriptions promised 
is Tis 18,950 and we think it highly 
desirable to raise this, if possible, to 
‘Tls 25,000 so that we can hand over a 
building worthy of the Jubilee Memorial. 
Thope all present will assist in this effort, 
and any subscribers, now that we have a 
tangible object before us, willing to in= 
crease their subscriptions, will communicate 
with Mr. W. D. Little, the Hon, Treasurer. 

Mr. Anderson—I ‘rise to second the 
resolution and I do so in the belief that 
if it is passed and accepted by the rate- 

yers, a building of very great public 
utility’ will be established in our midst. 
The present Nursing Home of the Muni- 
cipal Couneil was established in the autumn 
of 1896, when the nurses were employed 
practically forabout two-thirds oftheir time. 
his yeat up to now they have been fully 
employed, which seems to prove that the 
establishment of this Nursing Home has 
filled a public want, But it has only Billed 
a public want for a portion of the com. 
munity, that is to say for that part of the 
community who can afford to pay the scale 
of fees which the Council have established 
for the services of the nurses. Our scheme 
if it is carried out will enable the Council 
to devise a system, I havo no doubt, by 
which not only that section of the com- 
munity which has hitherto benofited but 
all sections of the community will be able 
to have the benefit of the services of the 
nurses, ‘The present foes which are charged 
by the Council are somewhere about two 
tavls aday, which at the present exchange 
is equal to about five shillings a day or 
roughly speaking about £90 a year, which 
not too high for the higher classes to 
y for trained nurses. Probably when 
this scheme is put in operation it will be 
possible to arrange a differontial scale of 
charges hy which those who are able to 
pay would be charged accordingly, whilst 
the Couneil would be able to supply nurses 
at a lower rate to that section of the 
community which cannot so well afford to 
pay. If this could be carried out and in al- 
dition the home could be used for the 
training of nurses by having open a certain 
number of free beds, I believe it would offer 
an opening, which is a very desirable one, 
for those amongst us who are desirous of 
adopting nursing asa profession. (Hear, 
hear). ‘There is only one other thing I 
have to say and thatis this. If you pass 
this resolution I think it is very important 
that we should make such an offer to the 
Council and to the community as will be 
worthy of their acceptance and worthy of 
the oceasion which we desire to celebrate. 
Ithink it will be highly desirable, if 
could manage it, to raise our subscriptions 
to something like Tis. 25,000. The pre- 
sent subscriptions ainount to about ‘Tis 
18,250, and if those who have already sub- 
scribed would increase their amounts now 
that they have a practical scheme put for- 
ward, it will give us a start and enable us 
to make such an offer to the Council as 


























































































will be worthy of the occasion. 


‘Mr. Harris—I am sure we all agree that 
the thanks of all present are due to the 
committee, who have taken so much pains 
in this matter of a Victoria Jubilee 
Hospital. Anyone who has had personal 
experience of the comfort of a trained 
nurse during sickness will be thankful that 
an opportunity now presents itself of 
placing this privilege—I might almost say 
necessity—within the reach of the large 
number of residents in and visitors to 
Shanghai. And again, those of us who 
have, whether in our own persons or in 
the persons of our friends, had experience 
of some of the discomforts and draw- 
hacks attendant on residence in the 
General Hospital avo iwteed glad that 
an effort, and a successful one surely, 
ixbeing made to offer the advantages of 
skilled nursing, such as is enjoyed in hos- 
pitals in England, Francs, America and 
elsewhere—to offer such advantages to 
Shanghai, with its increzsing population, 
its large numbers of single ten, and diffi- 
culties incident t homs nusing. Do not 
let me be misunderstood, liowever. This 
scheme for a Victoria Jubilee Hospital is 
i inimical to the present General 
it was not conceived in any hos- 
the necessary preliminary en- 
quiries have not been mado in any 
unpleasant manner; no, by no means} 
but it has been felt for a long time, 
that thore is plenty of room in Shang: 
hai for two Hospitals, whether wo 
look at the erection from the point of 
view of funds, nurses, patients, or medical 
men, Hospitals are in nearly all cases 
charitable institutions—so long as they can 
pay their way those interested in them are 
quite sa A glance over the Accounts 
of the Shanghai Gonetal Hospital, or rather 
I should say at the Annual Balance Sheet, 
reveals the fact that the Hospital is on» 
sound paying basis. In 1896 a sum of 
‘Tis. 4,000 odd was netted as clear profit, 
and during this last year, after writing off 
for depreciation of furniture, repairs to 
property, etc., there is a clear profit of Tis. 
6,000 ; a very handsome s um indeed. It is, 
asa leader in the N.-C. Daily News pointed 
out, in no sense a charitable institution. 
‘The present subscribers to the Victoria 
Hospital wish it all success; we hope 
too, that the new Hospital will as happily 
prove self-supporting, and we believe a 
little healthy competition, conceived ina 
generous spirit, will prove no hindrance but 
rather a stimulus to all concerned. This 
being so, I would venture to express my 
regret that the Committee have not pro- 
vided for a free ward for the Victoria 
Hospital. Gentlemen, this Institution is 
to afford a permanent memorial of Her 
Most Gracious Majesty's long and glorious 
reign and any wish expressed y her 
Majesty in this connection should surely 
take some form whereby her poorer 
subjects would be benefited ; we should 
then provide from tho outset a cer- 
tain number of free beds to put our- 
selves in tide with this wish. Secondly, 
a hospital that admits only paying patients 
is in the general sense of the word a 
private hospital, but we desi 
a public institu: All British public 
hospitals contain free beds, though many 
admit paying patients. Thirdly, we have 
all given to this scheme on the ground 
that we are inaugurating a public institu- 
tion ; one that can appeal to the rich, to 
the poor, to the charitable for its funds on 
the grounds of its charitable aims. We 
can, if it is a public and open institution, 
boldly and confidently bespeak for it the 
donations, subscriptions, legacies and such- 
like which are so freely given to deserving 
objects, and when need be we can bespeale 
on its behalf a bazaar, concert, or some such 
means to raise needed sums; and if the 
committee will, as I sincerely hope, accept 
any suggestion in this line made to thom, I 









































am sure the additional sums needed can bo 
raised before the money is actually. re- 
quired. Fourthly, we are to provide a 
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‘Training Home for Shanghai's daughters to 
study the art of nursing and provide many 
of them with honourable employment. Is 
not a free ward almost a necessity for such 
training? It will at any rate enable such to 
be trained more satisfactorily. Gentlemen, I 
fear I have kept youtoolong—let mein brief 
recapitulate, Thave endeavoured to show 
that tho establishment of a public hospital 
with some free beds and some paying 
beds is in keeping with the wish of her 
Majesty, the memory of whose reign we 
are perpetuating. Secondly, that such a 
Hospital will most surely insure its public 
character and its consequent support from 
the chacitable public, ‘Thirdly, that it is 
in no sense a hostile rival to existing ia- 
stitutions; there is room for two hospitals 
in Shanghai ; the accounts of the existing 
one amply show this. Fourthly, such a 
public Hospital would afford most. valuable 
‘opportunities for the training of nurses, 
sich itis futended will bo here conducted, 
and nurses are in themselves too a lasting 
memorial of the Queen's reign. (Ap- 
— I would, in conclusion, venture to 

eg the gentlemen of the committee to 
assure themselves that the interest taken in 
their work and in this scheme is not to be 
measured by the numbers present here this 
afternoon. No. By no means, no. All we 
who have had the benefit of or felt the need 
of trained nurses are truly grateful for their 
labours, which wo confidently beliove are 
now to be crowned with success, and I 
would add that they may think, and with 
pride, how their labours, past and to come, 
will be gratefully appreciated by future 
generations, who will receive benefit from 
this Hospital now to be commenced, 








(Applause. 
Er. Donovan—Icaeoms to me Mfr. Harris 
has used a very strong argument for the 
establishment of a free ward in this me- 
morial. We have in Shanghai quite » 
number of wealthy firms who would, Iam 
sure, if free ward was one of the’ parts 
of the scheme, be only too glad pro- 
bably to endow a ward or a wing, to bo 
named the Taikoo or Ewo wards, ete. 
(Hear, hear, and laughter.) I certainly 
think that in this scheme we should 
remember Her Majesty's wish that any 
ublic memorial should be founded 
for the benefit of her poorer subjects. 
Thnt was, her oxpressed wish, and. I 
think one of the first points in the 
establishment of such ahome as this should 
be the benefit of the poor and not the 
sich, ‘The rich are well able to pay, and, ns 
has been pointed out, the nurses here at 
present have only been available for the 
wealthy, as the poorer classes cannot very 
well afford to pay tivo taels n day. I have 
very much pleasure therefore in supporting 
the suggestion of Mr. Harris, and av 
the Committee to take it into considera. 
tion, and seo if it is not possible before 
this’ scheme isfinally settled, that a froe 
ward shall bow fait accompli.” Tt may not 
be possible to keep it out of the hands of 
‘the Municipal Council, but, being a bit of 
a socialist and of socialistic tendencies, 
I question if the Council could manage 
this scheme as well us it could be done 
hy an outside committes. Tam afraid the 
Council has too much on hand at present 
to even attemptit, and they will have much 
more work put on their shoulders later on. 
All the hospitals in the West are managed 
by boards of governors, and the fact that 
they are managed by’ people outside of 
recognised bodies ensures their success, It 
may be inevitable and cannot be helped, 
and I am sure we are all grateful to 
the Municipal Council for the interest 
they have taken in the scheme and 
the way they have met the Committee, 
Dut if possible I should like this Institu- 
tion to be inaugurated, maintained and 
managed by a Committee outside the 
‘Municipal Council. (Hear, hear.) I wish to 
add my word of thanks to the Committee 
for their labours, and we only hope they 
will take these suggestions into their con- 














sideration and that this Institution will be 
a memorial worthy of Shanghai. a 
has always been characterised by great liber- 
ality, and men have not been backward in 
coming forward for objects such as we have 
under discussion. A free ward should be 
imperative in this Institution of ours, for 
as very wisely said by Mr. Anderson 
and also by Mr. Harris, you cannot train 
nurses ‘unless you have free patients. 
That has been proved in all the hospitals 
in the West, and so it will be in Shanghai, 
for with free wards the nurses have greater 
facilities and greater opportunities of learn- 
ing the att of scientific nursing. 

Mr. R. M. Campbell—I imight gather 

from the remarks recently made that weare 
trying to insist upon the Committe doing 
something which the Committeo does not 
want todo. But I think there is no doubt 
that the Committee are just as anxious as 
anybody to have a free ward. But 
the whole of the question is money. 
That is the difficulty. I do think 
that Shanghai has not responded as it 
ought to have done to this Jubileo Me- 
motial, and I think more strenuous efforts 
‘ought to be made to try to induce the sub- 
seribers to double or even treble their 
subscriptions. We see from the corra- 
spondence in the newspapers that the 
amount available is quite inadequate. I 
have felt that mysolf, and to my mind it is 
very clear that unless that sum of money is 
inereased vory considerably the hospital 
will work under very great difficulties. 
Mr. Denevan spoke rather fom ad with 
regard to the management of the hospital, 
but ho spoke in a way probably with which 
most people would agree. I think it is 
better that such a memorial should not 
be under the control of the Municipal 
Couneil, but be managed by an outside com- 
mittee much in the way the Public School 
is, and if we are under any obligation to 
the Council, which it seems must be the 
case, then I think it would be better for 
the Council to be represented on the com- 
mittee by the Chairman or some other 
member. Bat of course the whole 
question can be decided by the ratepayers, 
and if the ratepayers should agree to give 
us asite of land free or comparatively free 
on which to build a hospital, it would be 
a great help to us, and Iam rather inclined 
to think it would be better for us to wait 
until we have got a promise from the 
ratepayers to give us a free site, providing 
we can put up suitatle building, and then 
make @ strenuous effort to increase our 
subscriptions, such as would be worthy of 
the object we have in view. 

Mr. Anderson—It has been stated by 
one of the speakers that a number of 
firms would be willing to establish wards. 
Well, I believe to endow a ward would 
cost something like Tls. 1,500 or Tis. 2,000. 
Ithink itis extremely likely that if the 
Council were to take up this Institution 
they would appoint a Committee such as 
they have done in the case of the Public 
School and the Public Recreation Ground. 
I don't think that the members of the 
Council are particularly desirous of adding 
to their responsibilities, and I mustask you 
to bear in mind this, that itis we who have 
asked the Council and not the Council who 
have come to us in the matter. I think 
it would be very much better to offer 
our money to the Council and trust the 
arrangements to them. You here are 
either guing to accept this proposal or 
change it. It you wish to have a separate 
hospital on an independent basis, waiting 
until first of all you get the ground and 
then decide upon the scheme, I think it is 
very indefinite. I think it is very likely 
that the ratepayers would refuse to give us 
the land without presenting a definite 
scheme as to what we intend to do. 


Rev. Dr. Muirhead—I am persuaded 
that ifa definite announcement is made 























as to what we intend to do there will be 
no dificulty so far as tho community is 


concerned in raising the funds that will be 

wired for the purpose. 

ir. H. P. Wilkinson—It seems to mo 
that the Committee and the speakers are 
very nearly in accord, and it leaves very 
little to make this scheme definite. The 
point raised is the question of free beds, 
and the question as to the management 
and other details is immaterial. I think the 
Committee might say they are prepared to 
make an offer to the Council for the up- 
keep of a ward of free beds. 

Mr. Campbell—I think he has entirely 
lost sight of the fact that even with all 
these paying patients there is a difficulty. 
It is no use talking about free beds when 
there is nothing to provide them with, 
What can you do with Tis. 20,0007 It is 
barely suficient—I think quite insuflicient 
—to provide a suitable hospital even with 
this scale of charges laid down. 

Mr. Morrison—I am quite sure we cannot 
possibly do anything” with free beds 
with Tis. 20,000. If the subscribers were 
wiliing to double their subscriptions thoy 
might. I am quite willing to double mine 
and should be very pleased to seo a se- 
parate hospital. 

Mr. Anderson—The deficit on working 
the Institution last year was something like 
Tis. 1,500, and we believe that by’ offering 
‘our money to the Council they will be able 
to doagreat deal more good for the same 
amount of money. If you are going to 
start this hospital on an independent basis, 
you must either have a very considerable 
Atnount: of money to put aside or you aro 
going, to start an Institution which will 

ea burden to the community. I don’t 
think it would be judicious to hamper our 
offer to the Council with any conditions. 

‘Mr. Hewett—I am of opinion that wo 
ought to have free beds if we can, but I 
very strongly deprecate making any sug- 
gestions to the Council with regard to 
them. 

Mr. Donovan—If you have free beds 
you have ground for an appeal to the 
public. A 

Dr. Cox—People lose sight ‘of the fact 
that this is meant to be acharitable hospital, 
If it is handed over to the Council will the 
subscribers be augmented? I think not, 
If the hospital is to be on an independent 
basis and a scheme is put definitely before 
the public then they will respond, but it will 
be doomed if it is handed over to the Coun- 
cil. It oly requires. very small amount for 
rich Shanghai to maintain a freo ward of 
six beds for males, three for females, and 
three for children. This would entail 
a very small expenditure, probably not 
more than Tis, 3,000 a year and they would 
be certain to enlist the services of the 
ladies in their work. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Dudgeon—I think Mr. Carmpbell 
has plainly shown that any Institution— 
the outcome of this movement—should 
cover the point as to free beds. There- 
fore I think it would be- very wise in the 
first instance to find out definitely how 
our scheme is going to be received by 
the ratepayers and then go to the sub- 
scribers for more money. 

[At this stage of the proceedings tho light 
got so bad that it was quite impossible to 
take accurate notes of thie discussion. ] 

Mr. Anderson acting 6n 4 suggestion 
from Mr. Harris proposed to add to the 
wording of the original resolution after 
Victoria Nursing Institute, ‘*to contain a 
certain proportion of free beds.”” 

‘Mr. Campbell then moved as an amend- 
ment that the resolution of the meet- 
ing should read to the following effect: 
“Phat the ratepayers be requested to give 
a free grant of a pieco of suitable land 
on which to build a suitable hospital to 
contain a certain number of free beds, 
provided that the committee can within 
six months raise sufficient funds to establish 
the hospital, to be managed by a committee

Sm,—‘A Companion in Misery” fails 
to ‘grasp why the. prices of native pro- 
duce Save also followed in the wake of 
home goods.” It is owing to the de- 
preciation of silver, of course. Has he not 
read the advertisement of the Butchers’ 
Guild! “When buying cattle they have 
to be paid for in copper cach and: at 
present rates of exchange they can_buy 
only a little over 800 cash a dollar. Food 
for the animals is also much dearer”—for 
the same reason. 

‘The real cause of the rise in house rents 
is the demand for houses. Formerly 10 
men lived together in a Junior Mess. Now 
10 men get married and require 10 houses. 
‘The poor landlord is to be pitied. The 
Municipal Council has nearly doubled his 
taxes and-the builder man, now wants much 
larger sums for house building. Fourteen 
years ago the Landlord let his ‘house for 
‘Tis, 40:00 @. 5/.=£10; now he gets Tis. 
60.00'@ 2/6=£7.10). 

I agree with my companion that. our 
salaries should be readjusted to meet the 
exigencies of the times:

Sim,—It is to be hoped that the Cham- 
ber of Commerce will not overlook the 
great hardship that is inflicted on a large 
class of the business population by the 
change of inail-day. It is quite true that to 
the heads of the big firms mail-day is now— 
thanks to the telegraph—not nearly as 
important as it once was. ‘There is danger 
therefore that they may forget that a mass 
of detail work must still be sent by mail 
and that’ that*mass does not tend. to 
decrease. The brunt of it falls upon those 
who are described in an old Desk Hong 
List as “mercantile assistants,” a term 
which includes all those nowadays. called 
clerks and book-keepers. There is besides 
alarge and increasing quantity of business 
that must be transacted altogether by mail 
‘as the nmount of detail precludes the use 
of the telegraph. This business was once 
felicitously described by a witness in the 
Supreme Court as being in “muck and 
truck.” 

‘The net result of the change of mail- 
day from Friday to Monday is that Satur- 
day—hitherto a holiday—becomes almost 
the busiest day in the week for those who 
have a great deal of mail-work, for trom the 
nature of the case the bulk of it carinot be 
lose on the-mail. If pre- 
in the week a considerable 
Proportion would have to be done over 
again. 

In these circumstances either the weekly 











half-holiday is lost altogether or there is 
Pressure to work on Sunday or perhaps 
both these things happen. 

As some compensation, why do not the 
Chamber of Commerce arrange for a mid- 
‘week half holiday—say on Wednesday— 
instead of ‘Saturday? So far'as the mer- 
cantile ‘offices: are concerned it only neéds 


that half-a-dozen of the largest firms should 
signa circular stating 
close: at -noon on the - selected—say 
‘Wednesday—and I think every other firm 
in the place would follow suit. 

‘The only classes presenting any difficulty 
are the banks and the stores, As’ to 
the -banks they would probably object 
to exchange Wednesday for Saturday, as 
Saturday early closing was a fetish with 
bankers long before merchants dreamed of 
it.” But if the snovement for x Wednesday _ 
half-holiday were at all generally supported 
I fancy the Banks would agree to an ad- 
ditional half-holiday on Wednesday. 

The only real difficulty is with tho 
stores. Their assistants would probably 
object strongly. to exchange Saturday for 
Wednesday as when they close at 1 o'clock 
on Saturdays—unlike the banks—work is 
over as a rule for the week and they have 
then. until Monday morning available, for 
boat trips or any other excursions. . On.the 
other hand: they: may. hesitate to adda, 
Wednesday half-holiday to that of Saturday 
for fear. that’ thein receipts: may suffer. 
This, Limagine, woild depend altogether 
upon the universality of the closing. if all 
the stores were closed every Wednesday of 
course the people who. wanted to. buy thitigs 
would have to. do so--either, before, or 
afterwards, ‘but there is no reason to sup- 
pose that either, inorei or less:.would be 
spent in the course, of the week. This 
pat of the programme Would depend there- 

fore upon its acceptance'by all the stores. 
‘They might do so for @ period. of six months,

think it is certainly high time that the 
protesting voice of tho hitherto submissive 
public should be raiser, and.raised vehe- 
mently, against what is, now become the 
unreasonable way in which the landlords, 
purveyors, butchers, and all of their kith 
and kin’have put-up the:prices.of all the 
necessaries of life, so that to live now, 
especially for those of the poorer classes of 
wage-earners, means a constant struggle 
to Texp off the bailiff from the door. Oh! 
for the pen of aGissing und the voice of 
a Henry: George to describe the mental 
and. moral fight of these struggling house- 
holders, many of them already, deprived 
‘of even coal. 

Thave to thank my fellow-sufferer for 
pointing: out a-discrepancy in my letter. 

‘am not indeed so fortunate as ho supposed. 
Thave to pay, alas! more than 30 per cent 
for my rent.’ My percontage runs closer 
to three figures. I thought that the average 
riso had been 30 per-cent, but from en- 
quiries subsequently instituted I find it 
is natso—80 per cent, would be nearer the 
mark for the ‘bigger houses in better 
quarters, and 100 to 120% for smaller ones 
amidst the slums. To ‘those who live in 
the latter class of abodes, because of 
their-meagre pay, the burden is harder- 
to bewr. With their old income worth 
only 40 to &0 ‘per cent to-day in its buy- 
ing power, can-they live with that degree 
of comfort which they once enjoyed? To 
mention only ‘one item of expenditure— 
their, marlcoting—the dollar which: once 
upon atime, not, so long ago, could buy 
1,100 casb, worth of eatables, can only to-day 
purchase, 800 cash worth of goods at enhan- 
ced value. How are the ‘‘almighties” fallen! 
With the natives the shrinkage is specially 
felt, coupled with the very high prices of 
rice ruling,they must find life equally bitter. 
The very intelligent Taotai th ai should 
uso his influence and see if the price of 
the principal article of consumption among 
the natives could be: lowered. For. the 
wily natives will find a way to extort from 
their. employers.the wherewith to compen- 

. sate for.the depreciated dollar and the rise 
in the price of their “chow.” 

Tt seems to me that if the panacea is to 
bo attained it will be through two means 
only, sn all-round lowering of prices and a 
readjustment ‘of our salaries to their 
original buying power. I do not mean 
that the prices should be lowered to the 
old level when the white metal was better 
enquired after, but the prices should be re- 
gulated. in proportion to tho rise and 
fall, of silver, not in accordance with the 
whims and caprices of those who cater for 
our wants. Might is not right and in these 
days of rampant radicalism,ithe weakest do 
not always go to the wall. ‘They may at 
first seem to go that way but eventually 
they will recover. the lost ground and gain- 
























their point, especially when they clamour 
for a just cause, without resorting to nihi- 
listic ‘ways of removing the appraiser by 
fair_or foul means. 

We ask our employers for a relief, 
we do not claim.for more to waste, but 
simply to give us.our comfort which we 
once could obtain with what we earned, 
but now find it gone becauso of reasons 
plainly stated, It rests only for us to hope. 
that our reasonable and just appeal may be 
heard and granted. 

I feel that I cannot conclude this very 
long, but Jast letter, without sending up to 
you; Mr, Eiitor, the incense of our grati- 
tude; for if ever we get our heart's 
desire, it will be through your having tirst, 
fearlessly roused the public, and second, 
for throwing open your valuable columns 
so unreservedly to the bitter eriers to vent 
their feelings.

‘Sim,—Thore is no doubt that; at first 
sight, -it appears that your correspondent 
“Hope” has mado a good defence of the 
Landlords ; but, if you will go a little 
deeper into the caso, you will find that the 
Landlords are uot to be so very. much 
‘pitied. acoording to your correspundent’s 
statement. 

“Hope” writes that the Landlords aro 
actuated by four ewuses, great demand for 
their houses, double muui I taxes, the 
present cost of building materials, and de- 
preciation of silver. 

Teontend that they are only influenced 
by one cause—the existing demand for their 
properties—consequent on the increase in 
tho number of families in Shanghai, ‘Che 
Municipal Council could treble their taxes, 
the cost of building materials could: be 
higher, and silver could go much lower 
than the present level, and Landlords 
would, nevertheless, never think of raising 
the house rents, if they were not sure that 
they would get’ what, they wanted, owing 
to there being. many families in Shanghai 
requiring houses, the people not’ being abl 
to live in the streets, and not fooling 
inclined to be taken to the Police Stations 
as vagabonds,. 

‘The Landlords are consequently solely 
encouraged in thoir-action by tho law of 
supply and demand. But they ought 
clearly not to take such full advantage of 
the prevailing circumstances to recoup 
themselves of the loss experienced in their 
gold income. Had they only availed them- 
selves of the present opportunity to raiso 
the rents to a reasonable point, to meet 
the Municipal taxes, and the like, there 
could not be any good ground for com- 
plaints. Now we learn that they are 
endeavouring to give an artificial value to 
their properties, represented by silver, hy 
having a gold income at the expense of che 
poor Shanghai toilers. 

“4 Companion in ry” asserts that 
the increas- has been 30 per cent, which’is 
palpably: wrong, but the mistake is now 
corrected by “Another Companion in 
Misery.” 
































Te is a fact that, if the Jews were, 
afew hundred years ago, expelled 
from Spain and’ Portugal’ for their 





religious views, they were also compelled 
to leave those countries on account of their 
extortions in money matters. And the 
modern money-lenders are looked upon as 
human monstrosities on account of their 
practice of usury. 

If the Shanghai Landlords cannot yet 
be classed either with ancient Jews or 
modern money-lenders, they are placing 
themselves on a line almost parallel to 
that of ancient and modern usurers. 

‘And there is an aggravating circumstance 
in'the manner the-house rents have.been 











incresséd “hate. “The frequent receipt of « 
notices of a rise in the rents has, created a 
state of uncertainty in a good many house- 
holds. T may say that it has kept all the 
wage-earners -in a state of panic. . It is 
like the sword of Damocles suspended con- 
stantly over the head of its vietim. I dare 
say that the rich Landlords have never had~ 
such terrible experiences in their life, other- .. 
wise they would act more humanely—they: 
would not try to exact: the full pound of 
flesh as the famous or infamous Jew of. 
Shakespeare did. 

Of course, there cannot be two opinions 
about -the readjustment: of salaries in ac- 
cordance with the necessities of the times.

A FOREIGN LADY ATTACKED © 
AND ROBBED.

The robbers demanded that 
a lamp be lighted in the boat. and-a candla 
was lighted and given to them, They, first 
opened the front door of Miss Loyeritt’s 
boat and for some. time. stood outside’ 
peering in to see tho situation -insid 
Finally, in they camo, with drawn swords, 
but not tarrying in the front room 
where the Chinese woman was, they. 
tered the room where Miss Leveritt 
she having already retired for the 
night. ‘They told her to be quist or they 
would kill “her, and at the same time, 
‘one of the men drew his sword over hor 
head. Then they proceeded to search tho 
ully and ended by demanding Miss, 
Leveritt’s money. She told them that eh 
had not taken any money: with her, save 
thirty cents, and this she gave them. Oneof 
them spied’ gold ring on her finger and 
told her to give it to him. She took it off + 
and gave it him. Then they took a bundle 
of the Chinese woman's clothes and left. 
Three of them were dressed’ in Chinese 
uniform and one in ordinary clothes. ‘The 
matter was reported to the local authorities, 
hut up to date there is no news of anything 
being done in the case.

To the Editor of the 
Nonra-Cuma Dany News. 

Sim,—On examination of tho share re- 
ports of Inst year I have come to the con- 
clusion that many of the violent fluctua- 
tions in; several of our speculative stocks 
ara not entirely brought about by supply 
and demand, nor the tightness of the 
money market. It seems to me that a 
great part of this rise or fall (except where 
the intrinsic value of the stocks actually 
appreciated or depreciated) might have 
been avoided if the speculative buying 
or selling futures” was abolished. My 
own experience of the London stock ex- 
change is, that a ‘‘time bargain,” as we 
understand it, is unknown. The fort- 
nightly settlement acts as a check to the 
speculator, who knows that his purchases 
or aales can only be carried over on the 
conditions ruled by the committee of ‘* The 
House.” These rules could easily be ap- 
plied here, and it is fitting that the Brokers’ 
Association should consider the question. 
‘The schemo could be worked on much the 
same lines as at home—for other than cash 
transactions. The settlement day should 
be the last day in the month, and on that 
day the shares must be delivered and pai 
for by the parties interested, in default of 
which the carrying over to the next account 














would be as set forth by the Association.

THE PROPOSED NEW LAND 
REGULATIONS, 


‘The following is the text of the new nnd 
amended Land Regulations and Byolaws 
(as revised by the Land Regulations Com- 
mittee and approved by the Counc), to be 
submitted to the Ratepayers at the forth- 
‘coming Special Mestin; 
‘Provosep Reaviatioy VIA. 

Land for Public Roads. —It being expedient 
that tho Ratepayers should have fuller power 
than they at present possess for acquiring land 











for now roads, extension and widening of 
existing roads, ion of lands already 
occupied by publ nd for purposes of 





sanitation, it is hereby agreed that they shall 
have the following powers in addition to, and 
not in substitution for, those by 
them under re ion Viand the powers shal 
bbe exercised in the manner follow: 

In case the land required for auch public 
purposes shall have been acquired by foreign 
onters before the publication of notice that 
the plan referred to in that Regulation is 
open to inspection or shall remain in tho 
hands of tho native owners the proprietors 

all for three months after the publication 
of such notice have the right to protest in 
writing and, in porson or by proxy, to appear 
and to bring evidence before the Municipal 
Council to show cause why such proposed 
roads extension and widening of roads or ex- 
tension of the public works or establishment 
of sanitary buildings or works should not bo 
made or undertaken, and the Council shall 
hear and decide the matter. 

‘After the said period of three months from 
such publication and in case such protest bo 
over-ruled and in caso such foreign rentors or 
native owners as the caso may be are unwil- 
ling to surrender to such public uses the land 
80 required, thon the Municipal Council may 
after the expiry of four months and wi 
‘one year from the publication of noti 
such plan apply to the Land Comm 
sioners, to be appointed as hereinafter men- 
tioned, and the said Land Commissioners shall 
after hearing the parties, and calling for 
‘evidence determine the compensation (if any) 
to be paid or given for the lend so required and 
for the buildings (if any) thereon and in re- 
spect of any tenancy of the said land and 
buildings respectively, taking into account 
tho increase or decreese in value of the re- 
mainder of the property, and surrender of the 
land (notwithstanding the restrictive words 
contained in Regulation VI) on the terms 
of the award and finding of the Land Com. 
missioners, shall in case of need, be enforced 
by the Court or Courts having Jurisdiction 
over the owners and occupiers of the land. 

‘Tho Land Commissioners shall be threo in 
nnmber and shall be appointed ; one by tho 
Council not later thar the 15th January in 
each year. And one by the Registered 
owners of land in the Settlement who pay 
taxes of Tis. 10 per angum or upwards, and 
who shall vote by ballot at the Council 
Office on the same days as those sppointed 
for the election of Members of Council. 
Any two Isnd owners qualified to vote 
being entitled to nominate candidates 


































the position by sending the names to the 
Council one wesk before the election takes 
place, and the Council shall cause the names 
of all’such nominees to bo exhibited in the 
Office on the day of the poll. If only one 
ame be suggested then that person shall bo 
the Commissioner without a pol 

‘Tho third Commissioner shall be elected 
by resolution of @ meeting of Ratepayers. 
Any two Ratepayers qualified to vote being 
entitled to nominate candidates for the posi- 
tion by sending in the names to the Council 
one week before any Meeting of Ratepayers ; 
and the Council shall cause the names of all 
auch Candidates to be published with tho 
notices of motions for the Meeting. Should 
no name be duly sent in any qualified candi- 
date may be proposed, seconded and elected 
at the Meeting. 

All three Commissioners shall go into office 
on the day after the Annual Meoting of Rate- 
payers and go out of office on tho day after 
the next Annual Meoting, except as to 
matters then pending before them which 
they shall have power to completo, 

fo one who is salaried official of the 
Council shall be eligible as a Commissioner. 

‘Vacancies occurring during the year shall 
be filled by appointment or election by the 
party who appointed the Commissioner whore 

jlaco shall have become vacant—a special 
feeting of Ratepayers being called if neces- 


sary. 

‘Zhe Commissioners shall make their award 
within a month from the time they are appli~ 
ed to or within such timeas they ora majority 
of them may extend it to. 

‘Tho expenses of the Land Commissioners 
shall be defrayed out of the Public Funds, 
the fees of the Commissioners being either re 














gulated by the Municipal Council in accord- 
ance with the timo engaged on the duties, or 
fixed beforehand.

THE NEW STANDARDS FOR 
TEA. 


KECOMMENDATIONS MADE BY THE 
COMMITTEE EXPERTS. 

Full Text of the Standards Sclected for 
All Kinds for the Sexson Beginning 
May ist, 1898—Law Has Been Succass- 
fully Exeouted Up to Date. 

Washington, 23rd January. 
The full text of the repott of the Tea 

Bourd upon the new samples for the cur- 

ront your has been received at the Treasury 

Department and apposrs below, An order 

will probably be made by the Department 








within a short time promulgating the sug- 
gestions made by the Board. ‘The report 
1s as follows : 


Now York, 21st January, 1898. 
Hon. Lyman J. Gage, Secretary of the 
Treasury, Washington : 


Jn accordance with your instruc- 
tions to select standards of teas under the 
Act of Congess approved 2nd March, 1897. 
entitled “A bill to prevent the import 
tion of impure and unwholesome tea,” we 
have the honour to report that we ha 
selected and purchased standards for the 
season beginning Ist May, 1898, and 
spectfully recommend that all xrrivals of 
tea after that date be governed by these 
new standards, 

We have the pleasure to inform you that 
the law has been successfully executed up 
to date, and that in consequence the crop 
which has arrived since Ist May, 1897, is 
unprecedented in its quality and purity be- 
yond any previous season in the knowledge 
Of the tea trade, 

With a view to preserve the protection 
afforded our people by this salutary mea- 
sure, and realising the supreme import- 
anco of uniformity in the:examinations at 
different ports, we respectfully recommend 
that the number of examiners be reduced 
to not more than four in all, the Act 
‘having, with careful forethought, specified 
three as the Proper, number, and that one 
examiner only shall take charge of both 
the ports of Tacoma and Portland. We 
can bear witness that the whole tea trade 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic coasts, ex- 
cepting the locality interested, are unanim- 
ousregarding this point as the principalmen- 
‘ace to the successful administration of the 
law, and in considering the reasons assign- 
ed for extra examiners at these ports as 
entirely unfounded or misconceived. 

In order to promote uniformity in the 
methods of examination we have con- 
sidered it necessary to suggest the following 
regulations as a substitute for those pre- 
viously issued in Department Circular No. 
68, page 8. 

COMBARISON WITH STANDARDS. 

In comparing with standards examiners 

aro fo teat all teaa on these points, namely, 






































for cup quality, for any foreign matter on 
the surface of the infusion, sometimes 
called scum, and for quality of leaf after 
infusion. 
by drawing, according to the custom of 
the tea trade, with the weight of a half 
dime to the cup. In country green teas, 
imperials, hysons, coarse leaf gunpowders 
‘and extra young hysons are to be compared 
with hyson standards, and all other young 
hysons and small leaf gunpowders with 
the young hyson standard. ‘The quality 
must be equal to standard, but the flavour 
may be that of a different district as long 
as it is equal in sweetness. As an illustra- 
tion, a Teenkai may be equal to a Moyune, 
but a distinctly smoky or rank Fychow or 
Wenchow of sour character must not be 
considered as equal to the two first men- 
tioned. 

In order to test for floating colouring 
matter or scum, and also for the quality of 
infused leaf, a second drawing should be 
made of double the foregoing weight. Be- 
fore disturbing the infusion examination 
should be made for any floating substance, 
and after pouring off the water the infused 
leaf should be taken out so as to exhibit 
the lower side which rested against the 
cup. Should the mass show a larger 
quantity of exhausted, decayed or inferior 
leaf, or foreign substance than the standard, 
it shall be considered inferior in quality, 
and the tea must be rejected. In greens 
and Japans, particularly, the brightness of 
the leaf should be considered as an evidence 
of quality. 

Should a tea prove, on examination, to 
be inferior to the standard in any one of 
the requisites, viz: cup quality, scum, or 
quality of infused leaf, it shall be rejected, 
notwithstanding that it be superior to the 
standard in some of the qualifications, 
Al consideration of the appearance or so- 
called style of the dry leaf shall be omitted. 

It is recommended that Macao or Can- 
ton Congous be compared with the stand- 
ard for South China Congou, and that 
brick tea be compared with the standard 
for the district whence it com The 
mustiness or damaged flavour exhibited in 
certain Canton teas imported for Chinese 
nsumption shall be considered as suffi- 
cient cause for rejection. 














‘TESTING FOR DUST, 


‘The dust and fannings in all Formosa, 
Foochow and Amoy Oolongs, Canton teas, 
Congous, Indias and Ceylons must be re- 
stricted to 10 per oent when sifted through 
8 sieve of No 16 mesh, made of brass 
wire. In order that the needle leaf and 
Pekoo tips may not be confounded with 
dust they must be returned with the dust 
to the sieve for a second una third sifting 
until separated, . 

Tn tho case of the Coylon and India teas 
the needle leaf and Pekoo tips shall be 
separated by passing them together with 
the dust through # No. 26 pitve of brass 
ire, after the tea has been first sifted 
through a No 16 sieve, 

Dust and fanrings in Japan teas must 
not exceed 4 per cent when tested by a 
No. 30 sieve of brass wire. Before con- 
demning any tea for dust, examiners shall 
siove'at least two packages. 

Examiners should preserve in tin for one 
year samples of all tess examined, for 
future reference, in case of complaints, 
and the Board’ of General Appraisers 

ould also retain a portion of all samples 
sent them on appeal for the same object. 
‘To this end, examiners should always send 
the Board samples of at least half a pound, 
and never otherwise than in tin cana 
securely labelled. :

HLB.M’s CIVIL SUMMARY 
COURT. 


Shanghai, 25th February. 
Before H. P. Wuxnvsox, Esq-, Acting

Defendant admitted having signed the 
notes, payable to bearer, but he disclaimed 
any connection with the plaintiff. 

is Lordship was not satisfied that tho 
plaintiff had a foous standi, and gave judg.

He wanted money from 
Bennett and took an iron belaying pin and 
struck him. Witness interfered and 
stopped the trouble for a time, but Ernbold 
afterwards took a knife and cut Bennett. 
Witness did not take any liquor on board 
with him. Bennett was quite sober. Did 
not know if Ernhold was drank thon. 
Witness himsolf was not deunk at that. 
time. That was about 8 o'clock, 

P. Andersen, a seaman, said he know 
very little about the case. Witness camo 
on board about 6 o'clock on Sunday evea- 
ing. ‘There was no trouble of any kind 
then. Ernhold was on board and was 
having his supper. Aftorwards saw him 
go info a sampun. ‘The boatewain went 
iown tho ladder with him. Did not seo 
anything of the fight between deceased and 
Bennett. Witness brought no liquor on 
board. Ernhold was not drunk, and went 
down to the sampan quietly.” Did not 
tell deceased that ho must 40 ashore and 

















thon on the passage out. Ernhold was 
paid off here on the 8th of February with 
a sum of £6 3s.

Ernhold 
came aft and wanted to get into a 
sampan ; he was drunk and witness sent 
the boatswain down to see him safely into 
thesampan. In about three minutes the 
boatswain came up and said that Ernhold 
had jumped overboard. Witness c-lled 
out to the sanipan man to try to save him, 
but the sampan man replied “* No catchee,””

Another witness was called but his evid- 
ence elucidated nothing further. 

Captain Crossley made a statement. to 
the effect that ie had had a conversation 
with tho man Bennett, who was seriously 
hurt, by deceased, but he could not make 
anything like a ‘clear statement of what 
occurred. As faras he could gather, howover, 
Erohold went on board drunk, and asked 
Bennett for money, ‘The latter gave him 20 
cents, which was all he had, and Erahold 
went for him with a club, ‘or some other 
weapon, and nearly cut out one of his eyes, 
besides otherwise severely injuring him. 
Ernnold seemed to have been. more or less 
crazy from the effects of drink, though he 
could walk straight.
